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FOREWORD 

The  incidence  of  serious  crime  in  the  United  States,  which  has  been  following  a  downward  spiral 
since  1992,  may  be  reaching  a  plateau.  Compared  to  the  marked  drops  noted  in  recent  years,  the 
current  slight  decline  in  the  Index  crime  estimate  is  certain  to  be  viewed  by  many  as  no  change  at  all 
from  the  previous  year's.  Only  after  publication  of  the  next  few  issues  of  Crime  in  the  United  States 
will  we  know  whether  the  figures  for  2000  signaled  an  end  to  the  current  downward  trend  or  were 
merely  a  bump  in  the  road.  What  can  be  stated  with  certainty  is  that  the  opportunity  to  compare 
national  crime  totals  and  speculate  upon  their  significance  would  not  be  available  without  the 
Uniform  Crime  Reporting  Program,  which  has  been  compiling  and  publishing  the  Nation's  crime 
statistics  since  1930. 

In  the  beginning,  the  Program  was  conceived,  developed,  and  originally  managed  by  the 
International  Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police  (IACP).  The  first  Uniform  Crime  Reports  monthly 
bulletin  for  January  1930  contained  reports  of  offenses  committed  in  400  cities  located  in  43  states. 
It  provided  data  from  half  of  all  cities  over  30,000  in  population  and  covered  more  than  20  million 
U.S.  inhabitants.  This  initial  response  far  exceeded  the  highest  hopes  of  the  IACP's  Committee  on 
Uniform  Crime  Records,  which  had  been  working  for  several  years  to  develop  the  Program. 

Throughout  the  developmental  period,  the  goal  of  the  police  chiefs'  association  had  been  to 
transfer  the  management  of  the  new  UCR  Program  to  the  FBI  (then  called  the  Bureau  of  ' 
Investigation).  To  achieve  this  end,  the  IACP  actively  sought  to  amend  the  legislation  that  estab- 
lished the  identification  work  of  the  FBI  to  include  authorization  to  collect,  compile,  and  distribute 
"other  crime  records."  The  bill  was  passed  by  Congress  and  then  approved  by  President  Herbert 
Hoover  on  June  11,  1930.  The  July  issue  of  the  Uniform  Crime  Reports  announced  that  the  Bureau 
of  Investigation  would  assume  responsibility  for  crime  reporting  the  following  fall.  On  August  24, 
1930,  a  local  Washington,  D.C.  newspaper,  the  Sunday  Star,  reported  that  "Uncle  Sam  beginning 
September  1  is  going  to  put  his  finger  on  the  pulse  of  crime  in  America.  .  .  ."  Uncle  Sam  has  kept 
his  finger  firmly  planted  on  the  Nation's  crime  pulse  ever  since. 


About  the  cover:  The  history  of  the  Uniform  Crime  Reporting  (UCR)  Program  is  closely  linked  with  the  evolution  of  the 
FBI's  fingerprint  identification  services.   When  the  Bureau  of  Investigation  assumed  responsibility  for  the  UCR  Program 
in  1930,  the  Program  was  housed  in  the  Southern  Railway  Building  (top  photo)  along  with  approximately  2  million 
fingerprint  cards.

In  1992,  the  Program 
was  included  in  the  reorganization  of  the  FBI's  identification  services  into  the  new  Criminal  Justice  Information  Services 
Division  and  was  part  of  the  Division's  1995  relocation  from  Washington,  D.C.  to  the  newly  constructed,  state-of-thc  art 
facility  at  Clarksburg,  West  Virginia  (bottom  photo). 
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CRIME  FACTORS 

Each  year  when  Crime  in  the  United  Slates  is  published,  many  entities — news  media,  tourism  agen- 
cies, and  other  groups  with  an  interest  in  crime  in  our  Nation — use  reported  Crime  Index  figures  to 
compile  rankings  of  cities  and  counties.  These  rankings  lead  to  simplistic  and/or  incomplete  analyses 
\\  Inch  often  create  misleading  perceptions  adversely  affecting  cities  and  counties,  along  with  their  resi- 
dents. Assessing  criminality  and  law  enforcement's  response  from  jurisdiction  to  jurisdiction  must 
encompass  many  elements,  some  of  which,  while  having  significant  impact,  are  not  readily  measurable 
nor  applicable  pervasively  among  all  locales.  Geographic  and  demographic  factors  specific  to  each  juris- 
diction must  be  considered  and  applied  if  crime  assessment  is  to  approach  completeness  and  accuracy. 
There  are  several  sources  of  information  which  may  assist  the  responsible  researcher.  The  U.S.  Bureau 
of  the  Census  data,  for  example,  can  be  utilized  to  better  understand  the  makeup  of  a  locale's  population. 
The  transience  of  the  population,  its  racial  and  ethnic  makeup,  its  composition  by  age  and  gender,  educa- 
tion levels,  and  prevalent  family  structures  are  all  key  factors  in  assessing  and  comprehending  the  crime 
issue. 

Local  chambers  of  commerce,  planning  offices,  or  similar  entities  provide  information  regarding  the 
economic  and  cultural  makeup  of  cities  and  counties.   Understanding  a  jurisdiction's  industrial/economic 
base,  its  dependence  upon  neighboring  jurisdictions,  its  transportation  system,  its  economic  dependence 
on  nonresidents  (such  as  tourists  and  convention  attendees),  its  proximity  to  military  installations,  correc- 
tional facilities,  state  penitentiaries,  prisons,  jails,  etc.,  all  contribute  to  accurately  gauging  and 
interpreting  the  crime  known  to  and  reported  by  law  enforcement. 

The  strength  (personnel  and  other  resources)  and  the  aggressiveness  of  a  jurisdiction's  law  enforce- 
ment agency  are  also  key  factors.  While  information  pertaining  to  the  number  of  sworn  and  civilian  law 
enforcement  employees  can  be  found  in  this  publication,  assessment  of  the  law  enforcement  emphases  is, 
of  course,  much  more  difficult.  For  example,  one  city  may  report  more  crime  than  a  comparable  one,  not 
because  there  is  more  crime,  but  rather  because  its  law  enforcement  agency  through  proactive  efforts 
identifies  more  offenses.  Attitudes  of  the  citizens  toward  crime  and  their  crime  reporting  practices,  espe- 
cially concerning  more  minor  offenses,  have  an  impact  on  the  volume  of  crimes  known  to  police. 

It  is  incumbent  upon  all  data  users  to  become  as  well  educated  as  possible  about  how  to  categorize  and 
quantify  the  nature  and  extent  of  crime  in  the  United  States  and  in  any  of  the  nearly  17,000  jurisdictions 
represented  by  law  enforcement  contributors  to  the  Uniform  Crime  Reporting  Program.  Valid  assess- 
ments are  possible  only  with  careful  study  and  analysis  of  the  various  unique  conditions  affecting  each 
local  law  enforcement  jurisdiction. 

Historically,  the  causes  and  origins  of  crime  have  been  the  subjects  of  investigation  by  varied  disci- 
plines. Some  factors  which  are  known  to  affect  the  volume  and  type  of  crime  occurring  from  place  to 
place  are: 

Population  density  and  degree  of  urbanization. 

Variations  in  composition  of  the  population,  particularly  youth  concentration. 

Stability  of  population  with  respect  to  residents'  mobility,  commuting  patterns,  and  transient  factors. 

Modes  of  transportation  and  highway  system. 

Economic  conditions,  including  median  income,  poverty  level,  and  job  availability. 

Cultural  factors  and  educational,  recreational,  and  religious  characteristics. 

Family  conditions  with  respect  to  divorce  and  family  cohesiveness. 

Climate. 

Effective  strength  of  law  enforcement  agencies. 


Administrative  and  investigative  emphases  of  law  enforcement. 

Policies  of  other  components  of  the  criminal  justice  system  (i.e.,  prosecutorial, 

judicial,  correctional,  and  probational). 
Citizens'  attitudes  toward  crime. 
Crime  reporting  practices  of  the  citizenry. 

The  Uniform  Crime  Reports  give  a  nationwide  view  of  crime  based  on  statistics  contributed  by  state 
and  local  law  enforcement  agencies.  Population  size  is  the  only  correlate  of  crime  utilized  in  this  publi- 
cation. While  the  other  factors  listed  above  are  of  equal  concern,  no  attempt  is  made  to  relate  them  to  the 
data  presented.   The  reader  is,  therefore,  cautioned  against  comparing  statistical  data  of  individual 
reporting  units  from  cities,  counties,  metropolitan  areas,  states,  or  colleges  and  universities  solely  on  the 
basis  of  their  population  coverage  or  student  enrollment. 


Data  users  are  cautioned  against  comparing  crime  trends  presented  in  this  report  and  those  estimated 
b\  the  National  (rime  Victimization  Survey  (NCVS),  administered  by  the  Bureau  of  Justice  Statistics. 
Because  of  differences  in  methodology  and  crime  coverage,  the  two  programs  examine  the  Nation's 
crime  problem  from  somewhat  different  perspectives,  and  their  results  are  not  strictly  comparable. 
The  definitional  and  procedural  differences  can  account  for  many  of  the  apparent  discrepancies  in 
results  from  the  two  programs.

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SECTION  I 
Summary  of  the  Uniform  Crime  Reporting  (UCR)  Program 


The  Uniform  Crime  Reporting  Program  is  a  nationwide, 
cooperative  statistical  effort  of  nearly  17,000  city,  county, 
and  state  law  enforcement  agencies  voluntarily  reporting 
data  on  crimes  brought  to  their  attention.  During  2000, 
law  enforcement  agencies  active  in  the  UCR  Program 
represented  nearly  254  million  United  States  inhabitants 
or  94  percent  of  the  total  population  as  established  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census.  The  coverage  amounted  to  96 
percent  of  the  United  States  population  in  Metropolitan 
Statistical  Areas  (MSAs),  87  percent  of  the  population  in 
cities  outside  metropolitan  areas,  and  88  percent  in  rural 
counties. 

Since  1930,  the  FBI  has  administered  the  Program  and 
issued  periodic  assessments  of  the  nature  and  type  of 
crime  in  the  Nation.  The  Program's  primary  objective  is 
to  generate  a  reliable  set  of  criminal  statistics  for  use  in 
law  enforcement  administration,  operation,  and  manage- 
ment; however,  its  data  have  over  the  years  become  one 
of  the  country's  leading  social  indicators.  The  American 
public  looks  to  Uniform  Crime  Reports  for  information  on 
fluctuations  in  the  level  of  crime,  and  criminologists,  soci- 
ologists, legislators,  municipal  planners,  the  media,  and 
other  students  of  criminal  justice  use  the  statistics  for 
varied  research  and  planning  purposes. 

Historical  Background 

Recognizing  a  need  for  national  crime  statistics,  the 
International  Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police  (IACP) 
formed  the  Committee  on  Uniform  Crime  Records  in  the 
1920s  to  develop  a  system  of  uniform  police  statistics. 
Establishing  offenses  known  to  law  enforcement  as  the 
appropriate  measure,  the  Committee  evaluated  various 
crimes  on  the  basis  of  their  seriousness,  frequency  of 
occurrence,  pervasiveness  in  all  geographic  areas  of  the 
country,  and  likelihood  of  being  reported  to  law  enforce- 
ment. After  studying  state  criminal  codes  and  making  an 
evaluation  of  the  recordkeeping  practices  in  use,  the 
Committee  completed  a  plan  for  crime  reporting  that 
became  the  foundation  of  the  UCR  Program  in  1929. 

Seven  offenses  were  chosen  to  serve  as  an  Index  for 
gauging  fluctuations  in  the  overall  volume  and  rate  of 
crime.  Known  collectively  as  the  Crime  Index,  these 
offenses  included  the  violent  crimes  of  murder  and 
nonnegligent  manslaughter,  forcible  rape,  robbery,  and 
aggravated  assault  and  the  property  crimes  of  burglary, 
larceny-theft,  and  motor  vehicle  theft.   By  congressional 
mandate,  arson  was  added  as  the  eighth  Index  offense  in 
1979. 


During  the  early  planning  of  the  Program,  it  was  recog- 
nized that  the  differences  among  criminal  codes  precluded 
a  mere  aggregation  of  state  statistics  to  arrive  at  a  national 
total.  Further,  because  of  the  variances  in  punishment  for 
the  same  offenses  in  different  state  codes,  no  distinction 
between  felony  and  misdemeanor  crimes  was  possible. 
To  avoid  these  problems  and  provide  nationwide  unifor- 
mity in  crime  reporting,  standardized  offense  definitions 
by  which  law  enforcement  agencies  were  to  submit  data 
without  regard  for  local  statutes  were  formulated.  The 
definitions  used  by  the  Program  are  set  forth  in  Appendix 
II  of  this  publication. 

In  January  1930,  400  cities  representing  20  million 
inhabitants  in  43  states  began  participating  in  the  UCR 
Program.  Congress  enacted  Title  28,  Section  534,  of  the 
United  States  Code  authorizing  the  Attorney  General  to 
gather  crime  information  that  same  year.  The  Attorney 
General,  in  turn,  designated  the  FBI  to  serve  as  the 
national  clearinghouse  for  the  data  collected.  Since  that 
time,  data  based  on  uniform  classifications  and  procedures 
for  reporting  have  been  obtained  from  the  Nation's  law 
enforcement  agencies. 

Advisory  Groups 

Providing  vital  links  between  local  law  enforcement 
and  the  FBI  in  the  conduct  of  the  UCR  Program  are  the 
Criminal  Justice  Information  Systems  Committees  of  the 
IACP  and  the  National  Sheriffs'  Association  (NSA).  The 
IACP,  as  it  has  since  the  Program  began,  represents  the 
thousands  of  police  departments  nationwide.  The  NSA 
encourages  sheriffs  throughout  the  country  to  participate 
fully  in  the  Program.   Both  committees  serve  in  advisory 
capacities  concerning  the  UCR  Program's  operation. 

To  function  in  an  advisory  capacity  concerning  UCR 
policy  and  to  provide  suggestions  on  UCR  data  usage,  a 
Data  Providers'  Advisory  Policy  Board  (APB)  was  estab- 
lished in  August  1988.  The  Board  operated  until  1993 
when  a  new  Board,  designed  to  address  all  FBI  criminal 
justice  information  services,  was  approved.  The  Board 
functions  in  an  advisory  capacity  concerning  UCR  policy 
and  data  collection  and  use.  The  UCR  Subcommittee  of 
the  Board  ensures  continuing  emphasis  on  UCR-related 
issues. 

The  Association  of  State  Uniform  Crime  Reporting 
Programs  and  committees  on  UCR  within  individual  stale 
law  enforcement  associations  are  also  active  in  promoting 
interest  in  the  UCR  Program.  These  organizations  foster 
widespread  and  more  intelligent  use  of  uniform  crime 
statistics  and  lend  assistance  to  contributors  when  the 
needs  arise. 


Redesign  <>t  l  CR 

Although  the  UCR  Program  remained  virtually 
unchanged  throughout  the  years  In  terms  ol  the  data 
collected  and  disseminated,  a  broad  utility  had  evolved  for 
I  l  R  b\  the  1980s.   Recognizing  the  need  tor  improved 
statistics,  law  enforcement  called  for  a  thorough  evalua- 
tive stud)  that  would  modernize  the  UCR  Program.  The 
FBI  fully  concurred  with  the  need  for  an  updated  Program 
and  lent  its  complete  support,  formulating  a  comprehen- 
sive  three-phase  redesign  effort.  The  Bureau  of  Justice 
Statistics  (BJS),  the  Department  of  Justice  agency  respon- 
sible for  funding  criminal  justice  information  projects, 
agreed  to  underwrite  the  first  two  phases.  Conducted  by 
an  independent  contractor,  these  phases  were  structured  to 
determine  what,  if  any,  changes  should  be  made  to  the 
current  Program.  The  third  phase  would  involve  imple- 
mentation of  the  changes  identified.  Abt  Associates  Inc. 
of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  overseen  by  the  FBI,  BJS, 
and  a  Steering  Committee  comprised  of  prestigious  indi- 
viduals representing  a  myriad  of  disciplines,  commenced 
the  first  phase  in  1982. 

During  the  first  phase,  the  historical  evolution  of  the 
UCR  Program  was  examined.  All  aspects  of  the  Program, 
including  the  objectives  and  intended  user  audience,  data 
items,  reporting  mechanisms,  quality  control  issues,  publi- 
cations and  user  services,  and  relationships  with  other 
criminal  justice  data  systems,  were  studied. 

Early  in  1984,  a  conference  on  the  future  of  UCR,  held 
in  Elkridge,  Maryland,  launched  the  second  phase  of  the 
study  that  examined  the  potential  of  UCR  and  concluded 
with  a  set  of  recommended  changes.  Attendees  at  this 
conference  reviewed  work  conducted  during  the  first 
phase  and  discussed  the  recommendations  that  should  be 
considered  during  phase  two. 

Findings  from  the  evaluation's  first  phase  and  input  on 
alternatives  for  the  future  were  also  major  topics  of 
discussion  at  the  seventh  National  UCR  Conference  in 
July  1984.  A  survey  of  law  enforcement  agencies  over- 
lapped phases  one  and  two. 

Phase  two  ended  in  early  1985  with  the  production  of  a 
draft,  Blueprint  for  the  Future  of  the  Uniform  Crime 
Reporting  Program.  The  study's  Steering  Committee 
reviewed  the  draft  report  at  a  March  1 985  meeting  and 
made  various  recommendations  for  revision.  The 
Committee  members,  however,  endorsed  the  report's 
concepts. 

In  April  1985,  the  phase  two  recommendations  were 
presented  at  the  eighth  National  UCR  Conference. 
Various  considerations  for  the  final  report  were  set  forth, 
and  the  overall  concept  for  the  revised  Program  was  unan- 
imously approved.  The  joint  IACP/NSA  Committee  on 
UCR  also  issued  a  resolution  endorsing  the  Blueprint. 

The  final  report,  the  Blueprint  for  the  Future  of  the 
Uniform  Crime  Reporting  Program,  was  released  in  the 
summer  of  1985.   It  specifically  outlined  recommenda- 


tions for  an  expanded,  improved  UCR  Program  to  meet 
future  informational  needs.  There  were  three  recom- 
mended areas  of  enhancement  to  the  UCR  Program. 
First,  offenses  and  arrests  would  be  reported  using  an 
incident-based  system.   Second,  data  would  be  collected 
on  two  levels.   Agencies  in  level  one  would  report  impor- 
tant details  about  those  offenses  comprising  the  current 
Crime  Index,  their  victims,  and  arrestees.   Law  enforce- 
ment agencies  covering  populations  of  over  100,000  and  a 
sampling  of  smaller  agencies  that  would  collect  expanded 
detail  on  all  significant  offenses  would  be  included  in 
level  two.  The  third  proposal  involved  introducing  a 
quality  assurance  program. 

To  begin  implementation,  the  FBI  awarded  a  contract  to 
develop  new  offense  definitions  and  data  elements  for  the 
redesigned  system.  The  work  involved  (a)  revising  the 
definitions  of  certain  Index  offenses,  (b)  identifying  addi- 
tional significant  offenses  to  be  reported,  (c)  refining 
definitions  for  both,  and  (d)  developing  data  elements 
(incident  details)  for  all  UCR  offenses  in  order  to  fulfill 
the  requirements  of  incident-based  reporting  versus  the 
current  summary  reporting. 

Concurrent  with  the  preparation  of  the  data  elements, 
the  FBI  studied  the  various  state  systems  to  select  an 
experimental  site  for  implementing  the  redesigned 
Program.   In  view  of  its  long-standing  incident-based 
Program  and  well-established  staff  dedicated  solely  to 
UCR,  the  South  Carolina  Law  Enforcement  Division 
(SLED)  was  chosen.  The  SLED  agreed  to  adapt  its 
existing  system  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
redesigned  Program  and  collect  data  on  both  offenses  and 
arrests  relating  to  the  newly  defined  offenses. 

To  assist  SLED  with  the  pilot  project,  offense  defini- 
tions and  data  elements  developed  under  the  private 
contract  were  put  at  the  staff's  disposal.  Also,  FBI  auto- 
mated data  processing  personnel  developed  Automated 
Data  Capture  Specifications  for  use  in  adapting  the  state's 
data  processing  procedures  to  incorporate  the  revised 
system.  The  BJS  supplied  funding  to  facilitate  software 
revisions  needed  at  the  state  level.  Testing  of  the  new 
Program  was  completed  in  late  1987. 

Following  the  completion  of  the  pilot  project  conducted 
by  SLED,  the  FBI  produced  a  draft  of  guidelines  for  an 
enhanced  UCR  Program.  Law  enforcement  executives 
from  around  the  country  were  then  invited  to  a  conference 
in  Orange  Beach,  Alabama,  where  the  guidelines  were 
presented  for  final  review. 

During  the  conference,  three  overall  recommendations 
were  passed  without  dissent:  first,  that  there  be  estab- 
lished a  new,  incident-based  national  crime  reporting 
system;  second,  that  the  FBI  manage  this  Program;  and 
third,  that  an  Advisory  Policy  Board  composed  of  law 
enforcement  executives  be  formed  to  assist  in  directing 
and  implementing  the  new  Program. 

Information  about  the  redesigned  UCR  Program,  called 
the  National  Incident-Based  Reporting  System,  or  NIBRS, 


is  contained  in  four  documents  produced  subsequent  to 
the  Orange  Beach  Conference.  Volume  1 ,  Data 
Collection  Guidelines,  contains  a  system  overview  and 
descriptions  of  the  offenses,  offense  codes,  reports,  data 
elements,  and  data  values  used  in  the  system.  Volume  2, 
Data  Submission  Specifications,  is  for  the  use  of  state  and 
local  systems  personnel  who  are  responsible  for  preparing 
magnetic  tapes/disks/etc. ,  for  submission  to  the  FBI. 
Volume  3,  Approaches  to  Implementing  an  Incident-Based 
Reporting  (IBR)  System,  is  for  use  by  computer  program- 
mers, analysts,  etc.,  responsible  for  developing  a  local  or 
state  IBR  system  that  will  meet  NIBRS'  reporting  require- 
ments. Volume  4,  Error  Message  Manual,  contains 
designations  of  mandatory  and  optional  data  elements, 
data  element  edits,  and  error  messages. 

A  NIBRS  edition  of  the  UCR  Handbook  was  published 
to  assist  law  enforcement  agency  data  contributors  imple- 
menting NIBRS  within  their  departments.  This  document 
is  geared  toward  familiarizing  local  and  state  law  enforce- 
ment personnel  with  the  definitions,  policies,  and 
procedures  of  NIBRS.  It  does  not  contain  the  technical 
coding  and  data  transmission  requirements  presented  in 
Volumes  1  through  4. 

NIBRS  collects  data  on  each  single  incident  and  arrest 
within  22  crime  categories.  For  each  offense  known  to 
police  within  these  categories,  incident,  victim,  property, 
offender,  and  arrestee  information  are  gathered  when 
available.  The  goal  of  the  redesign  is  to  modernize  crime 
information  by  collecting  data  presently  maintained  in  law 
enforcement  records;  the  enhanced  UCR  Program  is, 
therefore,  a  by-product  of  current  records  systems.  The 
integrity  of  UCR's  long-running  statistical  series  will,  of 
course,  be  maintained. 

It  became  apparent  during  the  development  of  the 
prototype  system  that  the  level  one  and  level  two 
reporting  proposed  in  the  Blueprint  might  not  be  the  most 
practical  approach.  Many  state  and  local  law  enforcement 
administrators  indicated  that  the  collection  of  data  on  all 
pertinent  offenses  could  be  handled  with  more  ease  than 
could  the  extraction  of  selected  ones.  Although  "Limited" 
participation,  equivalent  to  the  Blueprint  s  level  one, 
remains  an  option,  most  reporting  jurisdictions,  upon 
implementation,  go  immediately  to  "Full"  participation, 
meeting  all  NIBRS'  data  submission  requirements. 

Implementation  of  NIBRS  is  occurring  at  a  pace 
commensurate  with  the  resources,  abilities,  and  limita- 
tions of  the  contributing  law  enforcement  agencies.  The 
FBI  was  able  to  accept  NIBRS  data  as  of  January  1989, 
and  to  date,  the  following  21  state  programs  have  been 
certified  for  NIBRS  participation:  Arkansas,  Colorado, 
Connecticut,  Idaho,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Kentucky, 
Massachusetts,  Michigan,  Nebraska,  North  Dakota,  Ohio, 
South  Carolina,  South  Dakota,  Tennessee,  Texas,  Utah, 
Vermont,  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  and  Wisconsin. 


An  additional  15  state  programs,  several  local  law 
enforcement  agencies  in  2  non-program  states,  and  6 
federal  agencies  (the  Departments  of  Commerce.  Interior, 
and  Defense-Air  Force;  Federal  Protective  Service;  the 
Tennessee  Valley  Authority;  and  the  FBI)  have  submitted 
test  tapes  or  disks  containing  the  expanded  data.   Eight 
other  state  agencies,  agencies  in  the  District  of  Columbia 
and  Guam,  and  other  federal  agencies  are  in  various 
stages  of  planning  and  development. 


Recent  Developments 

QUALITY  ASSURANCE  REVIEW—  Initially 
implemented  in  June  of  1997  as  a  pilot  program  designed 
to  augment  the  current  national  UCR  Program,  the 
Quality  Assurance  Review  (QAR)  conducted  by  the 
Criminal  Justice  Information  Services  (CJIS)  Audit  Unit 
(CAU)  became  a  permanent  program  in  January  2000. 
The  purpose  of  the  QAR  is  to  ensure  that  each  state  UCR 
Program  adheres  to  summary  and  incident-based  reporting 
methods  that  are  consistent  with  UCR  standards  in  order 
to  achieve  uniform  crime  reporting  nationwide.  Through 
a  QAR,  the  accuracy  and  consistency  of  crime  reporting  is 
assessed  during  an  on-site  review  of  local  case  reports. 
The  QAR  also  includes  an  examination  of  policies  and 
procedures  for  collecting  and  compiling  local  agency 
statistics  by  the  state  repositories.  Agencies  are  encour- 
aged to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  assess  the 
integrity  of  their  data  and  to  receive  assistance  in 
complying  with  Program  requirements. 

Since  the  outset  of  the  QAR  process,  138  agencies  have 
been  reviewed  in  30  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 
As  increasing  numbers  of  agencies  participate  in  the 
QAR,  the  integrity  and  quality  of  UCR  data  will  be 
greatly  enhanced. 

The  CJIS  Division's  Programs  Support  Section  is 
currently  working  on  the  conceptual  design  of  a  new  set 
of  publications  to  exhibit  NIBRS  data.  The  development 
of  each  component  of  the  NIBRS  publication  series  will 
demonstrate  that  the  NIBRS  data  set  provides  richer  and 
more  detailed  information  about  crime  across  a  variety  of 
geographic  units  than  has  been  previously  available. 
Recognizing  that  there  is  a  responsibility  on  the  part  of 
the  national  Program  to  demonstrate  the  utility  of  NIBRS, 
each  publication  will: 

•  Demonstrate  the  potential  uses  of  NIBRS. 

•  Convey  a  change  in  philosophical  approach  to  crime 
analysis  and  publication. 

•  Provide  for  the  development  of  tools  to  assist  in  the  use 
and  analysis  of  the  NIBRS  data. 

The  study  presented  in  Section  V  of  this  book  is  an 
example  of  the  type  of  topical  analysis  that  NIBRS  makes 
possible. 
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The  Crime  Clock  should  be  viewed  with  care. 
The  most  aggregate  representation  of  UCR  dala, 
it  conveys  the  annual  reported  crime  experience 
by  showing"  a  relative  frequency  of  occurrence  of 
Index  offenses.  It  should  not  be  taken  to  imply  a 
regularity  in  the  commission  of  crime.  The  Crime 
Cloek  represents  the  annual  ratio  of  crime  to  fixed 
time  intervals. 
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SECTION  II 
Crime  Index  Offenses  Reported 

CRIME  INDEX  TOTAL 

DEFINITION 

The  Crime  Index  is  composed  of  selected  offenses  used  to  gauge  fluctuations  in  the  overall 
volume  and  rate  of  crime  reported  to  law  enforcement.  The  offenses  included  are  the  violent 
crimes  of  murder  and  nonnegligent  manslaughter,  forcible  rape,  robbery,  and  aggravated 
assault,  and  the  property  crimes  of  burglary,  larceny-theft,  motor  vehicle  theft,  and  arson.

1  he  Crime  Index  total,  a  measure  of  serious  crime, 
decreased  0.2  percent  to  an  estimated  1 1.6  million  offenses 
in  2000.    This  marked  the  lowest  measure  since  1978  and 
remained  relatively  unchanged  from  1999  numbers. 
Collectively,  the  Nations'  cities  showed  a  0.1 -percent 
decline  in  serious  crime.  However,  cities  with  popula- 
tions of  less  than  50,000  showed  increases  in  the  Crime 
Index.   Cities  with  populations  of  10,000  to  24,999  had  an 
increase  of  0.8  percent,  and  cities  with  populations  under 
1 0,000  were  up  0.6  percent.   In  cities  with  populations  of 
25,000  to  49,999,  the  Crime  Index  was  up  0.4  percent. 
Cities  with  populations  of  100,000  and  over  had  an 
overall  decrease  of  0.4  percent  in  Crime  Index  offenses, 
and  cities  with  populations  of  50,000  to  99,999  saw 
serious  offenses  fall  an  average  of  0.7  percent.  Suburban 
counties  had  a  1 .8-percent  decrease  in  Crime  Index 
offenses,  and  rural  counties  had  a  0.5-percent  increase. 

Five-  and  10-year  trends  indicate  the  2000  national 
total  was  14.0  percent  lower  than  in  1996  and  22.0 
percent  lower  than  in  1991. 

By  region,  the  largest  volume  of  Crime  Index  offenses 
was  reported  in  the  most  populous  area,  the  Southern 
States,  which  accounted  for  41.0  percent  of  the  total.  The 
Western  States  made  up  23.0  percent  of  the  total;  the 
Midwestern  States,  21.9  percent;  and  the  Northeastern 
States,  14.2  percent.  The  Western  States  showed  an 
increase  in  Crime  Index  offenses,  up  1 .0  percent  from  the 
1999  totals.  The  Northeastern  States  had  a  2.0-percent 
decrease,  the  Midwestern  States  noted  a  0.6-percent  drop, 
and  the  Southern  States  registered  a  0.1 -percent  decrease. 
(See  Tables  3  and  4.) 

In  2000,  Crime  Index  offenses  occurred  most  often  in 
July  and  August  and  least  often  in  February.  (See  Table 
2.1.)

At  4,124.0  offenses  per  100,000  inhabitants  in  the 
United  States,  the  Crime  Index  rate  for  2000  is  the  lowest 


since  \i)12.    By  community  type,  cities  outside  metro- 
politan areas  had  a  Crime  Index  rate  of  4,485.0  offenses 
per  100,000  inhabitants,  and  metropolitan  areas,  a  rate  of 
4,428.0  offenses  per  100,000  inhabitants.   Rural  counties 
had  1,864.0  offenses  per  100,000.  (See  fables  I  and  2.) 
Overall,  the  2000  Crime  Index  rate  dropped  3.3  percent 
from  the  1999  rate,  18.9  percent  from  the  1996  rate,  and 
30.1  percent  from  the  1991  rate. 

Of  the  Nation's  four  regions,  the  South  had  the  highest 
Crime  Index  rate  with  4,743.4  offenses  per  100,000 
inhabitants.  The  West  followed  with  a  rate  of  4,222.4;  the 
Midwest  with  3,945.0;  and  the  Northeast  with  3,064.3. 
All  four  regions  experienced  a  decline  in  the  rate  per 
100,000  inhabitants  from  1999  to  2000. 

By  region,  the  Northeastern  region  experienced  a 
decrease  in  the  rate  of  serious  crime  of  5.2  percent,  and 
the  Southern  Region  recorded  a  3.9-percent  drop.  The 
Midwestern  Region  had  a  2.4-percent  decrease,  and  the 
Western  Region  had  a  2.3-percent  decline.  (See  Table  4.) 

Nature 

The  Crime  Index  is  composed  of  the  total  of  violent 
and  property  crimes.  Violent  crimes  comprised  12.3 
percent  of  Crime  Index  offenses,  and  property  crimes 
made  up  87.7  percent.   Larceny-theft,  a  property  crime, 
was  the  offense  most  often  reported  to  law  enforcement. 
Murder,  a  violent  crime,  was  least  often  reported.  (See 
Figure  2.3.) 

An  estimated  $16.4  billion  in  stolen  property  was 
reported  for  all  Crime  Index  offenses  in  2000.  Thefts  of 
motor  vehicles  accounted  for  the  greatest  loss,  followed 
by  jewelry  and  precious  metals;  televisions,  radios, 
stereos,  etc.;  and  currency,  notes,  etc. 

The  recovery  rate  for  monetary  losses  from  stolen 
property  as  reported  to  law  enforcement  agencies  around 
the  Nation  in  2000  was  34.8  percent.  With  regard  to 
percentage  of  monetary  recovery,  stolen  motor  vehicles 
had  the  highest  followed  by  clothing  and  furs,  and 
consumable  goods.  (See  Table  24.) 

Law  Enforcement  Response 

Law  enforcement  agencies  throughout  the  United  States 
reported  an  estimated  2.2  million  arrests  for  Index  crimes 
and  cleared  20.5  percent  of  serious  crimes.  Clearances 
can  occur  by  arrest  or  by  exceptional  means  when  some 
element  beyond  law  enforcement  control  precludes  the 
placing  of  formal  charges  against  the  offender.  The  arrest 
of  one  person  may  clear  several  crimes,  or  several  persons 
may  be  arrested  in  connection  with  the  clearance  of  one 
offense. 

Five-  and  10-year  clearance  rates  show  a  21.7-percent 
clearance  rate  in  1996,  and  a  21.2-percent  clearance  rate 
in  1991. 


In  2000,  Crime  Index  arrests  fell  3.7  percent  from  1999 
arrest  numbers.  With  the  exception  of  motor  vehicle 
theft,  which  rose  1.2  percent,  each  offense  in  the  Crime 
Index  reflected  a  drop  in  the  number  of  persons  arrested 
from  1999  to  2000.  Among  violent  crimes,  arrests  for 
murders  were  down  7.5  percent,  and  arrests  for  forcible 
rape  decreased  3.6  percent.   Robbery  arrests  declined 
2.5  percent,  and  aggravated  assault  arrests  went  down  0.9 
percent.  Among  the  property  crimes,  arrests  for  larceny- 
theft  dropped  5.5  percent,  and  arrests  for  burglary  were 


down  3.4  percent.  Arrests  for  arson  declined  4.3  percent. 
(See  Table  36.) 

Adult  arrests  dropped  3.1  percent,  and  juvenile  arrests 
declined  5.1  percent.   By  gender,  male  arrests  fell  4.1 
percent,  and  female  arrests  dipped  2.4  percent.  (See 
Tables  36  and  37.) 

The  highest  volume  of  Crime  Index  arrests  were  for 
larceny-thefts  with  nearly  1.2  million  estimated  arrests. 
(See  Table  29.)

lav*  enforcement  agencies  in  2000  remains  virtually 
unchanged  from  a  year  ago,  with  approximately  1.4  million 
violent  crimes  reported.    I  he  2000  volume  is  the  lowest 
violent  crime  total  since  ll)N5  and  is  a  deeline  of  15.6 
percent  from  the  ll)l>(>  level  and  a  25.5-percent  decrease 
from  the  11>1>I  level.    In  comparison  to  1999  figures,  the 
2D00  violenl  crime  figures  increased  0.1  percent  overall  in 
the  I  taited  States'  cities.  Collectively  among  eity  popula- 
tion groupings,  violent  crime  increased  in  cities  with 
populations  of  less  than  100,000  inhabitants.   Increases  in 
v  iolent  crime  ranged  from  0.2  percent  in  cities  with  popu- 
lations of  50,000  to  99,999  to  2.2  percent  in  cities  with 

10.000  to  24,999  inhabitants.  Conversely,  violent  crimes 
in  cities  with  populations  greater  than  100,000  inhabitants 
fell  0.4  percent.  Among  population  groupings,  rural 
counties  had  the  greatest  decline  at  2.8  percent.  Suburban 
counties  showed  a  decline  of  0.4  percent. 

The  South,  the  most  populous  region  in  the  United 
States,  accounted  for  40.9  percent  of  all  violent  crimes  in 
2000.   In  the  Nation's  other  regions,  the  West  reported 

23.1  percent  of  all  violent  crimes;  the  Midwest,  19.3 
percent;  and  the  Northeast,  16.7  percent.  Two  of  the 
Nation's  four  regions  reported  increases  in  violent  crime 
from  1999  to  2000.  The  West  recorded  a  1.0-percent  rise 
in  violent  crimes,  and  the  South  had  an  increase  of  0.5 
percent.  A  2.0-percent  decline  was  experienced  in  the 
Northeast.  The  Midwest  had  a  decline  of  1.1  percent. 
(See  Table  4.) 

Violent  offenses  in  2000  occurred  most  frequently  in 
the  month  of  May  and  least  often  during  February.  (See 
Table  2.2.)

The  year  2000  had  the  lowest  national  violent  crime 
rate  since  1978,  a  rate  of  506.1  offenses  per  100,000 
inhabitants.  The  violent  crime  rate  fell  3.2  percent  from 
1999  to  2000;  20.5  percent  from  the  1996  rate;  and  33.2 
percent  from  the  1991  rate.  There  were  561.4  offenses 


per  I ()(),()()()  inhabitants  in  the  Nation's  metropolitan  areas 
and  401.5  offenses  per  I  ()(),()()()  inhabitants  in  cities 
outside  metropolitan  areas.   Rural  counties  collectively 
had  a  \  iolent  crime  rate  of  209.7  offenses  per  100,000  in 
population. 

All  regions  of  the  country  registered  declines  in  violent 
crime  rates.  The  Northeast  reported  a  5.3-percent  decline; 
the  South,  a  3.3-percent  drop;  the  Midwest,  a  2.9-percent 
fall;  and  the  West,  a  2.2-percent  decrease.  A  violent 
crime  rate  of  580.6  offenses  per  100,000  inhabitants  was 
registered  in  the  South;  520.9  in  the  West;  443.4  in  the 
Northeast;  and  427.8  in  the  Midwest.  (See  Table  4.) 

Nature 

Aggravated  assaults  accounted  for  63.9  percent  of  all 
violent  crimes  in  2000,  and  robberies  made  up  an  addi- 
tional 28.6  percent.  Forcible  rapes  comprised  6.3  percent 
of  all  violent  crimes,  and  homicides  constituted  1.1 
percent  of  the  total. 

Personal  weapons,  such  as  hands,  fists,  feet,  etc.,  were 
used  in  31.5  percent  of  all  murders,  robberies,  and  aggra- 
vated assaults,  collectively,  in  2000.  Other  dangerous 
weapons  were  used  in  27.9  percent  of  all  violent  crimes; 
firearms  were  used  in  25.6  percent;  and  knives  or  cutting 
instruments  were  used  in  15.0  percent.  Data  concerning 
weapons  used  in  connection  with  forcible  rape  were  not 
collected. 

Law  Enforcement  Response 

The  overall  violent  crime  clearance  rate  was  47.5 
percent  in  2000.  Of  the  crimes  cleared,  63.1  percent  of 
murders  and  56.9  percent  of  aggravated  assaults  were 
cleared.  The  crime  of  forcible  rape  had  a  46.9-percent 
clearance  rate,  and  robbery  had  a  25.7-percent  clearance 
rate. 

Of  the  estimated  625,132  persons  arrested  for  violent 
crimes  in  2000,  82.6  percent  were  males,  84.1  percent 
were  adults,  and  59.9  percent  were  white.  Persons  under 
25-years-old  made  up  44.4  percent  of  all  violent  crime 
arrestees.  The  violent  crime  arrestees  accounted  for  4.6 
percent  of  the  total  arrests  for  all  offenses  and  27.8 
percent  of  the  total  Index  crime  arrests.  (See  Tables  29, 
38,  41,42,  and  43.) 

A  decline  of  1 .4  percent  was  registered  for  the  total 
number  of  arrests  for  violent  crime  throughout  the  United 
States  from  1999  to  2000.  Rural  counties  and  suburban 
counties  noted  violent  crime  arrest  increases  of  1 .5 
percent  and  1 .4  percent,  respectively.  As  a  group,  cities 
had  a  2.1 -percent  decline  for  violent  crime  arrests. 
Arrests  of  juveniles  (persons  under  age  18)  for  violent 
crime  decreased  4.4  percent,  and  adult  arrests  fell  0.8 
percent  from  1999  levels.  (For  a  breakdown  of  persons 
arrested  by  city,  suburban,  and  rural  areas,  see  Section  IV, 
Persons  Arrested.)

DEFINITION 

Murder  and  nonnegligent  manslaughter,  as  defined  in  the  Uniform  Crime  Reporting 
Program,  is  the  willful  (nonnegligent)  killing  of  one  human  being  by  another. 

The  classification  of  this  offense,  as  for  all  other  Crime  Index  offenses,  is  based  solely  on 
police  investigation  as  opposed  to  the  determination  of  a  court,  medical  examiner,  coroner, 
jury,  or  other  judicial  body.  Not  included  in  the  count  for  this  offense  classification  are  deaths 
caused  by  negligence,  suicide,  or  accident;  justifiable  homicides;  and  attempts  to  murder  or 
assaults  to  murder,  which  are  scored  as  aggravated  assaults.

The  estimated  number  of  persons  murdered  in  the 
United  States  in  2000  was  15,517,  virtually  no  change 
from  the  1999  estimate.  The  national  estimate  for  2000 
fell  21.0  percent  below  the  1996  estimate  and  37.2 
percent  below  that  of  1991.  (See  Table  1.) 

Collectively,  the  Nation's  cities  registered  a  0.7-percent 
increase  in  murder  as  compared  to  1999  figures.  The 
greatest  rise,  11.7  percent,  was  recorded  by  cities  with 
less  than  10,000  inhabitants.  Collectively,  cities  with 
populations  of  250,000  or  more  had  a  decline  of  0.3 
percent.  Among  the  Nation's  counties,  murder  volumes 
declined  3.8  percent  in  suburban  counties  and  3.5  percent 
in  rural  counties. 

By  region,  44.0  percent  of  murders  occurred  in  the 
South,  the  country's  most  populous  region.  Murders  in 
the  Midwest  comprised  21.2  percent  of  the  total;  the  West, 
21.0  percent;  and  the  Northeast,  13.9  percent.  Two  of  the 
Nation's  four  regions  showed  increases  in  the  number  of 
murders  when  2000  data  are  compared  to  1999.  The 
South  and  the  Northeast  each  recorded  increases  of  2.4 
percent,  and  the  West  and  the  Midwest  showed  decreases 
of  3.4  and  2.9  percent,  respectively.  (See  Tables  3  and  4.) 

Considering  the  volume  of  monthly  occurrence  for 
2000,  murder  was  committed  most  frequently  in  July  and 
least  often  in  February.  (See  Table  2.3.)

The  national  murder  rate  for  2000,  down  3.1  percent 
from  the  1999  rate,  was  the  lowest  since  1965,  5.5 
murders  per  100,000  inhabitants.  Trends  for  5  and  10 
years  show  that  the  2000  rate  was  25.6  percent  lower  than 
in  1996  and  43.7  percent  lower  than  in  1991. 

Among  the  Nation's  regions,  the  South  had  a  rate  of 
6.8  victims  per  100,000  inhabitants;  both  the  West  and 
the  Midwest,  5.1  per  100,000;  and  the  Northeast,  4.0 
per  100,000.   Murder  rates  declined  in  all  four  of  the 
geographic  areas  in  comparison  to  1999  figures.  The 
West  registered  a  decrease  of  6.5  percent;  the  Midwest, 
4.7  percent;  the  Northeast,  1 .6  percent;  and  the  South, 
1.5  percent.  (See  Table  4.) 


Collectively,  metropolitan  areas  throughout  the  country 
had  a  rate  of  5.9  murders  per  100,000  inhabitants  for 
2000.   Both  rural  counties  and  cities  outside  metropolitan 
areas  reported  murder  rates  of  3.8  per  100,000  inhabitants. 

Nature 

In  2000,  contributing  agencies  submitted  supplemental 
homicide  data  for  12,943  of  the  estimated  15,517  murders. 
These  supplemental  data  provide  the  age,  sex,  and  race  of 
both  victims  and  offenders;  the  types  of  weapons  used; 
the  relationships  of  the  victims  to  the  offenders;  and  the 
circumstances  surrounding  the  murders.

According  to  2000  supplemental  homicide  data,  males 
comprised  76.2  percent  of  the  murder  victim  total.  By 
age,  the  greatest  percentage  of  victims,  89.7  percent,  were 
persons  aged  18  or  older.  Of  all  victims,  45.1  percent 
were  20  to  34  years  old.  Of  the  victims  for  whom  race 
was  known,  49.0  percent  were  white,  48.5  percent  were 
black,  and  persons  of  others  races  accounted  for  the 
remaining  2.5  percent. 

Regarding  offender  data,  supplemental  homicide  figures 
were  available  for  14,697  murder  offenders  in  2000  w  ith 
males  accounting  for  90.2  percent  of  those  for  whom 
gender  was  known.  Of  the  murder  offenders  for  whom 
age  was  known,  91.3  percent  were  persons  aged  18  or 
older.  Of  all  offenders,  69.1  percent  were  persons  aged 
17  through  34.   Blacks  accounted  for  51.4  percent  o\' 
those  offenders  for  whom  race  was  known,  whites  for 
46.1  percent,  and  persons  of  other  races  for  the  remainder. 

Based  on  supplemental  homicide  data,  the  racial  correla- 
tion of  murder  victims  to  murder  offenders  is  usually 
intraracial.  Figures  based  on  one  victim/one  offender  inci- 
dents in  2000  indicate  that  93.7  percent  of  black  murder 
victims  were  killed  by  black  offenders,  and  86.2  percent  of 
white  murder  victims  were  slain  by  white  offenders. 

Supplemental  homicide  data  reveal  thai  males  were 
most  often  murdered  by  males  in  2000.   Both  victim  and 
offender  were  male  in  88.5  percent  of  single- victim/ 
single-offender  incidents.   In  addition,  the  data  show  thai 
90.8  percent  of  female  victims  were  murdered  bj  males.

Supplemental  homicide  data  for  relationships  between 
\  ictims  and  offenders  in  2000  indicate  that  44.3  percent  of 
all  murder  victims  knew  their  offenders:  30.9  percent  of 
victims  were  acquainted  with  their  assailants  and  !3.4 
percent  were  related  to  them.   Husbands  or  boyfriends 
murdered  33.0  percent  of  female  victims,  and  wives  or 
girlfriends  killed  3.2  percent  of  male  victims.  Thirteen 
percent  of  all  murder  victims  were  slain  by  strangers. 
Relationships  were  not  known  for  42.6  percent  of  the 
murders.  (See  Table  2.12.) 

When  examining  circumstance  data,  arguments  were 
the  circumstance  attributed  to  29.4  percent  of  the  murders 
in  2000.   Felonious  activities  such  as  robbery,  arson,  etc., 
occurred  in  conjunction  with  16.7  percent,  and  0.5  percent 
of  homicides  were  suspected  to  have  been  the  result  of  a 
felonious  activity.  Table  2.14  examines  murder  circum- 
stances for  the  past  5  years,  1996-2000.

Law  Enforcement  Response 

Typically,  murder  is  cleared  at  a  higher  rate  than  any 
other  Crime  Index  offense.   In  2000,  law  enforcement 
agencies  nationwide  recorded  a  63.1  percent  clearance 
rate  for  the  crime.  The  highest  clearance  rate,  77.6 
percent,  was  reported  by  cities  with  populations  under 
10,000.  Cities  with  populations  of  250,000  and  over 
cleared  56.1  percent,  and  cities  collectively  cleared  61.0 
percent.   Law  enforcement  agencies  in  the  Nation's  rural 
counties  cleared  76  8  percent  of  reported  murders,  and  in 
suburban  counties,  66.9  percent.  (See  Table  25.) 

Regionally,  the  Northeastern  States  registered  the 
highest  murder  clearance  rate  at  72.8  percent.  The 
Southern  States  recorded  a  clearance  rate  of  65.0  percent. 
The  Midwestern  and  Western  States  followed  with  clear- 
ance rates  of  59.2  percent  and  57.6  percent,  respectively.

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Measured  b>  clearances,  the  proportion  of  juvenile 
involvemenl  in  criminal  acti\  u>  was  lower  for  murder 
than  for  an)  other  Index  crime  in  2000.   Persons  under  18 
years  of  age  were  responsible  lor  5.3  percent  of  the 
willful  killings  cleared  nationally.  By  population  group- 
ings, 6.0  percent  of  murder  clearances  in  rural  counties 
involved  juveniles;  5.4  percent  in  the  Nation's  cities 
collectively;  and  4.6  percent  in  suburban  counties. 

Nationally,  law  enforcement  agencies  made  an  esti- 
mated 13,227  arrests  for  murder  in  2000.  Of  those 
arrested.  5  1 .3  percent  were  under  25  years  of  age,  and  the 
I  8-  to  24-year-old  age  group  accounted  for  42.0  percent 
of  the  murder  arrest  total.  (See  Table  38.) 

By  gender,  89.4  percent  of  those  arrested  for  murder 
were  males,  and  10.6  percent  were  female.   Blacks 
accounted  for  48.8  percent  of  the  total;  whites,  48.7 
percent;  and  other  races,  the  remainder. 

In  2000,  total  arrests  for  murder  decreased  7.5  percent 
when  compared  to  the  1999  arrest  figures.  Arrests  of 
persons  aged  18  and  over  decreased  by  6.9  percent,  and 
arrests  of  those  younger  than  18  (juveniles)  fell  by  13.4 
percent.  During  the  same  time  period,  murder  arrests  of 
males  were  down  7.3  percent,  and  arrests  of  females 
decreased  9.1  percent.  Regarding  persons  under  age  18, 
male  juvenile  arrests  dropped  15.5  percent  in  2000,  but 
female  juvenile  arrests  increased  9.0  percent. 

Five-  and  10-year  trends  show  the  2000  murder  arrest 
total  is  24.2  percent  below  the  1996  figure  and  41.3 
percent  below  the  1991  figure. 

Justifiable  Homicide 

Based  on  the  findings  of  law  enforcement  investigation, 
some  willful  killings  are  classified  as  justifiable  or  excus- 
able. For  UCR  purposes,  justifiable  homicide  is  defined 
as,  and  limited  to,  the  killing  of  a  felon  by  a  law  enforce- 
ment officer  in  the  line  of  duty,  or  the  killing  of  a  felon, 
during  the  commission  of  a  felony,  by  a  private  citizen. 
These  offenses  are  tabulated  independently  and  are  not 
included  in  murder  counts. 

Supplemental  data  were  provided  by  contributing  agen- 
cies for  460  justifiable  homicides  in  2000.  According  to 
those  data,  297  felons  were  justifiably  slain  by  law 


enforcement  officers,  and  163  felons  were  justifiably 
killed  by  private  citizens,    firearms  were  used  in  all  of  the 
justifiable  homicides  involving  law  enforcement,  89.2 
percent  of  which  specifically  involved  a  handgun.   Of  the 
justifiable  homicides  by  private  citizens.  84.0  perccul 
involved  firearms;  74.8  percent  of  these  involved  hand- 
guns. Justifiable  homicides  by  private  citizens  also 
involved  knives  or  cutting  instruments.  9.2  percent; 
personal  weapons,  1.8  percent;  and  other  weapons,  4.9 
percent.  (See  Tables  2.16  and  2.17.)

Assaults  or  attempts  to  commit  rape  by  force  or 
threat  of  force  are  also  included;  however,  statutory  rape  (without  force)  and  other  sex  offenses 
are  excluded.

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The  estimated  90,186  forcible  rapes  of  females  nation- 
wide in  2000  represented  the  fust  increase  in  forcible  rape 
since  1992.    A  comparison  of  2000  figures  to  those  of  the 
previous  year  demonstrates  an  increase  of  0.9  percent. 
However,  the  2000  totals  are  6.3  percent  below  the  1996 
level  and  15.4  percent  below  the  1991  level. 

The  greatest  volume  of  rapes.  38.0  percent,  was 
reported  m  the  most  populous  area  of  the  Nation,  the 
South.  Twenty-five  percent  of  rapes  were  reported  in  the 
Midwest.  2 3. S  percent  in  the  West,  and  13.2  percent  in  the 
Northeast,  respectively.  Two-year  trends  for  forcible 
rapes  indicate  that  forcible  rape  offenses  increased  in 
three  of  the  four  regions.   From  1999  to  2000,  forcible 
rapes  increased  3.5  percent  in  the  West,  1.9  percent  in  the 
Northeast,  and  1.6  percent  in  the  Midwest.  The  South 
showed  a  drop  of  1.5  percent.  (See  Tables  3  and  4.) 

A  study  of  the  monthly  variations  for  this  offense  indi- 
cates that  in  2000  the  highest  number  of  forcible  rapes 
were  recorded  in  July.  The  lowest  number  were  reported 
in  December.  (See  Table  2.18.)

As  stated  previously,  in  the  UCR  Program  the  victims 
of  rape  are  always  female.  In  2000,  an  estimated  62.7  of 
every  100,000  females  in  the  country  were  victims  of 
rape.  The  2000  rate  for  forcible  rape  decreased  1 .6 
percent  compared  to  the  previous  year's  figures  and 
declined  11.3  percent  compared  to  the  rates  for  1996. 

For  2000,  cities  outside  metropolitan  areas  recorded  the 
highest  rate  for  rape  in  the  Nation,  69.0  per  1 00,000 
females.  This  figure  represents  a  3.0-percent  increase  in 
the  rate  of  rape  in  these  types  of  communities  from  the 
1 999  rate.  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  recorded  a  rate 
of  65.0  rapes  per  100,000  females.  This  number  repre- 
sents a  28.6-percent  decrease  in  the  rate  of  rape  from  the 
1991  rate,  when  there  were  91  forcible  rapes  for  every 
100,000  females.  Rural  counties  reported  a  rate  of  43.4 
rapes  per  100,000  females,  a  rate  that  is  6.5  percent  lower 
than  in  1991. 


Of  the  four  regions,  the  rate  of  68.4  rapes  per  100,000 
females  reported  by  the  Midwestern  States  was  the 
highest.    Kates  of  66.9  in  the  Southern  States,  66.5  in  the 
Western  States,  and  43.5  in  the  Northeastern  States 
followed.   Two  of  the  four  regions  experienced  rate 
declines  when  compared  to  the  1999  figures.   Rates  in  the 
South  fell  4.3  percent  and  in  the  Northeast  2.3  percent. 
The  rate  of  female  forcible  rape  increased  1.5  percent  in 
the  West,  and  the  rate  in  the  Midwest  showed  no  change 
from  1999. 

Over  the  past  decade,  all  four  regions  have  experienced 
declines  in  the  rate  of  female  forcible  rape.  The  West 
showed  a  26.4-percent  decrease  when  compared  with 
1991  figures.  The  Northeast  experienced  a  decrease  of 
24.6  percent.  A  decline  of  23.9  percent  was  recorded  for 
the  South,  and  a  23.6-percent  decline  was  computed  for 
the  Midwest. 

Nature 

Rapes  by  force  accounted  for  89.9  percent  of  rapes 
reported  in  2000.  The  remaining  10.1  percent  were 
accounted  for  by  attempts  or  assaults  to  commit  forcible 
rape.  Compared  to  1999,  the  volume  of  rapes  by  force  in 
2000  increased  1.8  percent.  A  5.0-percent  decrease  in 
attempts  to  rape  was  noted  nationwide. 

Law  Enforcement  Response 

Overall,  law  enforcement  cleared  46.9  percent  of 
reported  forcible  rapes  in  2000.  The  highest  clearance 
rate  for  forcible  rapes  was  reported  by  rural  counties,  52.4 
percent.  Rapes  occurring  in  suburban  counties  were 
cleared  at  a  rate  of  47.4  percent.   In  the  Nation's  cities, 
forcible  rape  had  a  clearance  rate  of  46.2  percent.  Law 
enforcement  in  cities  of  250,000  and  over  in  population 
cleared  48.6  percent,  and  those  with  populations  of  less 
than  10,000  recorded  a  clearance  rate  of  49.1  percent. 
(See  Table  25.) 

Regionally,  2000  forcible  rape  clearance  rates  were 
51.1  percent  in  the  Northeast,  49.2  percent  in  the  South, 
43.9  percent  in  the  West,  and  43.6  percent  in  the  Midwest. 
(See  Table  26.) 

Juveniles  (persons  under  18  years  of  age)  were 
involved  in  12.1  percent  of  the  total  clearances  for 
forcible  rape  nationwide.  The  percentage  of  juvenile 
involvement  varied  by  community  type.   In  the  Nation's 
cities  collectively,  juveniles  were  involved  in  11.8  percent 
of  clearances.  Clearances  in  cities  having  populations  of 
25,000  to  49,999  revealed  the  highest  level  of  juvenile 
involvement,  16.0  percent.   In  rural  counties,  15.0  percent 
of  clearances  involved  juveniles.  Suburban  counties 
reported  juvenile  clearance  rates  of  12.1  percent.  (See 
Table  28.)

The  2000  estimated  national  total  of  407,842  robberies 
is  0.4  percenl  lower  than  the  1999  figure,  and  it  is  the 
lowest  estimate  in  27  years.  Collectively,  cities  across  the 
Nation  also  experienced  a  0.4-percent  decline  in  the 
numbers  of  robberies.  The  largest  drop,  2.9  percent,  was 
seen  in  the  Nation's  largest  eities,  those  with  more  than 
I  million  inhabitants.   Suburban  counties  registered  a 
decline  of  2.3  percent.   On  the  other  hand,  the  Nation's 
smallest  cities,  those  with  fewer  than  10,000  population, 
saw  a  3. 1-percent  increase  in  robberies.   Rural  counties 
recorded  a  3.2-percent  increase,  and  cities  with  popula- 
tions in  the  range  o\'  10,000-49,999  experienced  a 
2-percent  increase.  (See  Table  12.) 

In  the  Nation's  regions,  37.4  percent  of  the  estimated 
robberies  occurred  in  the  most  heavily  populated  Southern 
Region.  The  Western,  Northeastern,  and  Midwestern 
Regions  recorded  22.0  percent,  20.5  percent,  and  20.0 
percent,  respectively.  (See  Table  3.)  In  comparing  the 
2000  robbery  figures  against  those  for  1999,  the  volume 
fell  by  5.0  percent  in  the  Northeast;  all  other  regions 
experienced  slight  increases.  The  South  noted  an  increase 
of  1.2  percent;  the  West,  0.9  percent;  and  the  Midwest, 
0.3  percent. 

A  review  of  the  5-  and  10-year  trends  indicate  that  the 
robbery  volume  fell  23.9  percent  compared  to  1996  totals 
and  40.7  percent  from  the  1991  level.  Robbery  rates  for 
1996-2000,  which  appear  along  with  robbery  volumes  in 
Figure  2.9  for  the  same  years,  steadily  declined  as  well. 

The  highest  number  of  robberies  during  the  year  2000 
occurred  in  October  and  the  lowest  number  occurred  in 
February.

Nationally,  there  were  144.9  robberies  for  every  100,000 
persons  in  2000,  a  rate  that  was  3.5  percent  lower  than  the 
rate  for  1999.  By  community  type,  metropolitan  areas 
recorded  a  robbery  rate  of  173.0  per  100,000  inhabitants; 
cities  outside  metropolitan  areas,  59.9;  and  rural  areas,  15.9. 
The  Nation's  cities  collectively  experienced  212.8  robberies 


per  100,000  inhabitants.    The  rate  at  which  robberies 
occurred  in  the  Nation's  10  cities  with  over  1  million  in 
population,  440.2  per  100,000,  was  the  highest  robbery 
rate  calculated.   Cities  with  populations  over  250,000  had 
a  rate  of  413.4  per  100,000  inhabitants.   Robbery  rates 
computed  lor  suburban  and  rural  counties  were  67.6  and 
15.5  per  100,000  inhabitants,  respectively.  (See  Table  16.) 

Regionally,  the  highest  robbery  rate  was  noted  by  the 
Northeast  at  156.0  per  100,000  population.  The  South 
had  a  rate  of  152.3,  the  West  a  rate  of  142.3,  and  the 
Midwest  a  rate  of  126.8.   For  2000,  the  rates  declined  8.2 
percent  in  the  Northeast,  2.6  percent  in  the  South,  2.4 
percent  in  the  West,  and  1.5  percent  in  the  Midwest  from 
1999  figures.  (See  Table  4.) 

Nature 

During  2000,  robbers  stole  more  than  $477  million 
from  their  victims.  The  average  dollar  loss,  $1,170,  was 
an  increase  from  the  $1,077  average  calculated  for  1999. 
Monetary  losses  ranged  from  an  average  of  $544  taken 
during  robberies  of  convenience  stores  to  $4,437,  the 
average  amount  stolen  during  bank  robberies.  (See  Table 
23.)  The  crime  of  robbery,  which  involves  the  taking  of 
money  or  other  valuables  by  the  use  of  force  or  the  threat 
of  force,  is  classified  by  the  Uniform  Crime  Reporting 
Program  as  a  crime  of  violence.  The  victims  of  robberies 
often  suffer  personal  injuries,  the  impact  of  which  may  be 
immeasurable.  Computing  the  dollar  losses,  however, 
does  offer  a  means  by  which  to  measure  one  of  the 
impacts  of  this  violent  crime. 

Robberies  of  financial  establishments  and  commercial 
businesses,  accounting  for  25.3  percent  of  total  robberies, 
increased  0.3  percent  over  the  1999  figure.  However, 
robberies  on  streets  and  highways,  which  made  up  49 
percent  of  all  robberies  in  1999,  accounted  for  only  46 
percent  of  the  total  offenses  in  2000,  a  decline  of  3.6 
percent.  Robberies  of  residences  remained  relatively 
unchanged  from  1999  figures  at  12.2  percent  of  all 
robberies.  (See  Table  23.)

Offenders  in  2000  relied  almost  equally  upon  firearms 
(40.9  percent)  and  strong-armed  tactics  (40.4  percent)  to 
rob  their  victims.  Other  dangerous  weapons  were  used  in 
10.3  percent  and  knives  or  cutting  instruments  in  8.4 
percent  of  robberies.  A  comparison  of  1999  and  2000 
figures  indicates  that  the  use  of  other  dangerous  weapons 
in  robberies  increased  3.3  percent,  the  use  of  firearms 
increased  2.7  percent,  and  strongarm  robberies  fell  2.4 
percent.  A  state-by-state  breakdown  of  weapons  used  in 
robberies  in  2000  is  shown  in  Table  2 1 . 

Law  Enforcement  Response 

The  national  clearance  rate  for  robbery  was  25.7  percent 
in  2000.  Law  enforcement  agencies  in  rural  counties 
reported  the  highest  robbery  clearance  rate,  40.2  percent. 
Among  the  Nation's  cities,  those  with  populations  under 
10,000  recorded  the  highest  clearance  rate  for  robbery  at 
36.5  percent.  A  robbery  clearance  rate  of  25.1  percent

was  registered  for  all  cities  collectively.  Law  enforcement 
agencies  in  suburban  counties  cleared  29.6  percent  of 
robberies.  (See  Table  25.) 

Regional  robbery  clearance  rates  were  29.4  percent  in 
the  Northeast,  26.1  percent  in  the  South,  25.5  percent  in 
the  West,  and  21.5  percent  in  the  Midwest.  (See  Table  26.) 

Juvenile  offenders  (those  under  the  age  of  1 8)  were 
involved  in  15.5  percent  of  all  robbery  clearances  in  2000. 
By  community  type,  this  age  group  accounted  for  16.5 
percent  of  the  robbery  clearances  in  suburban  counties, 
15.5  percent  in  the  Nation's  cities  overall,  and  10.2 
percent  in  rural  counties.  The  greatest  percentage  of  juve- 
nile involvement  for  robbery  occurred  in  cities  with 
populations  of  50,000  to  99,999,  where  juveniles  totaled 
18.4  percent  of  robbery  clearances.  (See  Table  28.) 

There  were  2.5  percent  fewer  robbery  arrests  during  the 
year  2000  than  during  the  previous  year.  Arrests  of  juve- 
niles fell  4.6  percent,  and  arrests  of  adults  were  down  1.8 
percent  from  the  1999  figures.  Declines  were  noted  in 
both  male  and  female  arrests;  male  arrests  declined  2.5 
percent  and  female  arrests  dropped  2.6  percent.  By 
community  type,  rural  counties  registered  a  1.5-percent 
increase  in  the  number  of  arrests  for  robbery,  while 
suburban  counties  recorded  a  0.8-percent  decrease. 
Collectively,  cities  reported  a  2.8-percent  decrease. 

The  5-year  trend  in  robbery  arrests  nationally  indicates 
a  23.0-percent  decrease  when  comparing  2000  to  1996 
figures.  The  10-year  trend  reveals  a  31.4-percent 
decrease  when  comparing  robbery  arrests  for  the  current 
year  and  those  for  1 99 1 . 

Of  those  arrested  for  robbery  in  2000,  62.9  percent 
were  under  25  years  of  age.   By  gender,  males  accounted 
for  89.9  percent  of  arrestees.   By  race,  blacks  comprised 
53.9  percent  of  robbery  arrestees,  whites  44.2  percent,  and 
all  other  races  accounted  for  the  remainder.

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AGGRAVATED  ASSAULT 


DEFINITION 

Aggravated  assault  is  an  unlawful  attack  by  one  person  upon  another  for  the  purpose  of 
inflicting  severe  or  aggravated  bodily  injury.  This  type  of  assault  is  usually  accompanied  by 
the  use  of  a  weapon  or  by  means  likely  to  produce  death  or  great  bodily  harm.  Attempts  are 
included  since  it  is  not  necessary  that  an  injury  result  when  a  gun,  knife,  or  other  weapon  is 
used  which  could  and  probably  would  result  in  serious  personal  injury  if  the  crime  were 
successfully  completed.

Aggravated  assault  comprised  63.9  percent  of  all  the 
violent  crimes  in  2000. 

Among  the  Nation's  regions,  the  Midwest  had  a 
2.1-percent  decline  in  reported  aggravated  assaults  and 
the  Northeast  a  0.5-percent  decrease.  Aggravated  assault 
volumes  rose  0.9  percent  in  the  West  and  0.4  percent  in 
the  Southern  Region.  The  geographic  distribution  among 
the  regions  in  2000  shows  that  the  most  populous 
Southern  Region  had  42.6  percent  of  the  aggravated 
assault  volume.  The  Western  Region  followed  with  23.6 
percent,  the  Midwestern  Region  with  18.4  percent,  and 
the  Northeastern  Region  with  15.4  percent.  (See  Tables  3 
and  4.) 

The  highest  number  of  aggravated  assaults,  according 
to  2000  monthly  distribution  figures,  took  place  in  May, 
with  9.3  percent  of  the  total  reported.  The  fewest  inci- 
dents occurred  in  February,  November,  and  December, 
with  7.5  percent  of  the  total  distribution  recorded  for  each 
of  those  months.  (See  Table  2.23.)

Collectively,  the  Nation's  cities  experienced  a  0.2-percent 
increase  in  aggravated  assaults  from  1 999  to  2000.  Among 
city  population  groupings,  increases  were  seen  in  every 
population  group  except  in  cities  of  100,000-249,999 
inhabitants  (down  0.9  percent)  and  those  with  populations 
of  25,000-49,999  (down  0.5  percent).  The  number  of 
aggravated  assaults  in  rural  counties  declined  3.7  percent. 
Aggravated  assaults  rose  0.2  percent  in  suburban  counties. 
(See  Table  12.) 

Five-  and  10-year  trends  for  the  country  as  a  whole 
show  aggravated  assaults  12.2  percent  lower  than  in  1996 
and  16.7  percent  below  the  1991  figure.  (See  Table  1.) 


Rate 

Nationwide  during  2000,  there  were  323.6  victims  of 
aggravated  assault  per  100,000  inhabitants.  The  rate  was 
3.2  percent  lower  than  in  1999  and  represented  a  17.2- 
percent  drop  from  the  1 996  rate.  The  2000  rate  was  down 
25.3  percent  from  the  1991  rate. 

Aggravated  assaults  occurred  in  metropolitan  areas  at  a 
rate  of  349.2  per  100,000  inhabitants,  somewhat  higher 
than  the  national  average.  Cities  outside  metropolitan 
areas  experienced  a  rate  of  302.5  and  rural  counties  a  rate 
of  167.8. 

Compared  to  the  preceding  year's  rate,  aggravated 
assault  rates  during  2000  were  down  in  all  regions.  The 
aggravated  assault  rate  was  387.3  per  100,000  people  in 
the  South,  339.5  in  the  West,  261.2  in  the  Northeast,  and 
260.9  in  the  Midwest.  The  Northeast  and  Midwest  each 
registered  a  3.8-percent  drop;  the  South  decreased  by  3.4 
percent;  and  the  West  experienced  a  2.3-percent  decline. 
(See  Table  4.) 

Nature 

Blunt  objects  or  other  dangerous  weapons  accounted 
for  35.9  percent  of  the  weapons  used  in  aggravated 
assaults  in  2000.  Personal  weapons  such  as  hands,  fists, 
feet,  etc.,  were  used  in  28.0  percent  of  all  aggravated 
assaults.  Firearms  were  used  in  18.1  percent  of  aggra- 
vated assaults,  and  knives  or  cutting  instruments  were 
employed  in  18.0  percent. 

Aggravated  assaults  using  firearms  decreased  1.3 
percent  from  1999  to  2000  figures.  Aggravated  assaults 
with  knives  or  cutting  instruments  and  those  with  personal 
weapons  showed  virtually  no  change.  However,  those 
committed  with  blunt  instruments  or  other  dangerous 
weapons  increased  1 .7  percent.  State-by-state  totals  for 
weapons  used  in  aggravated  assaults  during  2000  are 
shown  in  Table  22.

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Law  Enforcement  Response 

Law  enforcement  agencies  nationwide  recorded  a  56.9- 
percent  aggravated  assault  clearance  rate  during  2000. 
Rural  and  suburban  county  law  enforcement  agencies 
cleared  64.0  and  60.6  percent,  respectively,  and  cities 
collectively  recorded  55.4  percent  cleared.  Among  the 
city  groupings,  those  with  populations  under  10,000 
recorded  the  highest  aggravated  assault  clearance  rate  at 
66.1  percent. 

Regional  aggravated  assault  clearances  were  highest  in 
the  Northeast  at  63.9  percent.  The  West  recorded  a  clear- 
ance rate  of  57.2  percent,  followed  by  the  South  at  55.9 
percent  and  the  Midwest  at  53.5  percent. 

Law  enforcement  personnel  identified  juveniles, 
persons  under  age  18,  to  be  the  assailants  in  1 1.7  percent 
of  the  aggravated  assaults  cleared  nationally.  Persons  in 
this  age  group  were  involved  in  1 1.8  percent  of  these 
clearances  in  the  Nation's  cities  and  1 1.9  percent  of 


aggravated  assault  clearances  in  suburban  counties.  In 
rural  counties,  law  enforcement  cleared  9.8  percent  of 
aggravated  assaults  committed  by  juveniles. 

Arrests  for  aggravated  assaults  represented  76.2  percent 
of  violent  crime  arrests  in  2000.  By  race,  63.5  percent  of 
persons  arrested  were  white,  34.0  percent  were  black,  and 
other  races  comprised  the  remainder.  Persons  under  the 
age  of  25  were  the  offenders  in  39.9  percent  of  aggravated 
assault  arrests.  The  majority  of  aggravated  assault 
offenders,  79.9  percent,  were  male. 

Arrests  for  aggravated  assaults  were  down  0.9  percent 
in  2000  from  the  preceding  year's  numbers.  Arrests  were 
also  down  0.3  and  4.2  percent  for  adults  and  juveniles, 
respectively.  The  5-year  trend  comparing  1996  to  2000 
shows  a  decrease  of  7.2  percent  for  total  aggravated 
assault  arrests.  Adult  arrest  totals  were  also  down  6.1 
percent  when  compared  to  1996  numbers,  and  juvenile 
aggravated  assault  arrests  decreased  13.7  percent.

DEFINITION 

Property  crime  includes  the  offenses  of  burglary,  larceny-theft,  motor  vehicle  theft,  and 
arson.  The  object  of  the  theft-type  offenses  is  the  taking  of  money  or  property,  but  there  is  no 
force  or  threat  of  force  against  the  victims.  Arson  is  included  since  it  involves  the  destruction 
of  property;  its  victims  may  be  subjected  to  force.

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In  2000,  the  estimated  property  crime  total  (10.2 
million  offenses)  decreased  0.3  percent  from  1999 
numbers.  The  2000  volume  was  13.8  percent  lower  than 
in  1996,  and  21.4  percent  lower  than  in  1991. 

The  most  populated  region,  the  South,  recorded  41.0 
percent  of  all  property  crimes.  The  West  accounted  for 
23.0  percent  of  the  total.  The  Midwest  States  recorded 
22.2  percent  of  the  property  crimes,  and  13.8  percent 
occurred  in  the  Northeast. 

When  comparing  property  crime  volumes  for  1999  and 
2000,  the  West  reported  a  1 .0-percent  increase  and  the 
other  regions  recorded  decreases — 2.0  percent  in  the 
Northeast,  0.6  percent  in  the  Midwest,  and  0.2  percent  in 
the  South.  (See  Table  4.) 

Among  city  groupings,  property  crime  declined  0.2 
percent  in  the  United  States'  cities  as  a  whole  from  1999 
to  2000.  Cities  with  populations  of  500,000  to  999,999 
inhabitants  had  the  greatest  decrease,  0.9  percent.  Rural 
counties  experienced  a  0.9-percent  increase  in  property 
crime,  and  suburban  counties  registered  a  decline  of  2.0 
percent.  (See  Table  12.) 

The  greatest  number  of  property  crimes  in  2000  took 
place  in  August,  while  the  fewest  occurred  in  February. 
(See  Table  2.25.)

Nature 

More  than  $15.9  billion  was  the  estimated  total  dollar 
value  of  property  stolen  in  2000.  The  average  loss  per 
offense  was  $1,562,  a  decrease  from  the  average  loss  of 
$1,624  in  1999. 

Larceny-theft  constituted  68.4  percent  of  all  property 
crimes  in  2000.  Burglary  accounted  for  20. 1  percent  of 
property  crimes,  and  motor  vehicle  thefts  comprised  the 
remaining  1 1 .4  percent.  A  total  of  1 1 ,903  law  enforce- 
ment agencies  reported  68,756  arsons  in  2000.  The 
average  dollar  loss  due  to  reported  arsons  was  $1 1,042.

With  a  rate  of  3,617.9  property  crimes  per  100,000 
inhabitants  in  2000,  the  national  figure  is  down  3.4 
percent  from  the  1999  rate.  When  comparing  5-year  and 
10-year  trends,  the  rate  fell  18.7  percent  from  1996  rates 
and  29.6  percent  when  compared  to  1991  rates. 

As  in  1999,  all  four  regions  registered  property  crime 
rate  decreases  in  2000.  The  Northeast  had  the  biggest 
decline— 5.2  percent— with  a  rate  of  2,620.9  per  100,000 


As  in  previous  years,  the  2000  clearance  rate  for  prop- 
erty crimes  was  lower  than  for  violent  crimes.  The 
clearance  rate  for  violent  crimes  in  2000  was  47.5 
percent,  and  the  clearance  rate  for  property  crimes  was 
16.7  percent.  By  region,  property  crime  clearance  rates 
were  19.8  percent  in  the  Northeast,  16.7  percent  in  the 
South,  16.4  percent  in  the  Midwest,  and  15.5  percent  in 
the  West.  (See  Table  26.) 

Juveniles  only  (defined  as  persons  under  18  years  of 
age)  were  involved  in  22.1  percent  of  property  crimes 
cleared  by  law  enforcement  nationwide.  Juvenile  clear- 
ances were  measured  at  22.5  percent  in  city  population 
groups,  21.3  percent  in  suburban  counties,  and  17.8 
percent  in  rural  counties.  (See  Table  28.) 

Law  enforcement  officers  made  an  estimated  1,620,928 
arrests  for  property  crimes,  which  accounted  for  1 1 .9 
percent  of  all  arrests  in  2000.  The  2000  arrest  figure  for 
property  crime  was  4.6  percent  lower  than  in  1999,  20.9 
percent  less  than  in  1996,  and  29.6  percent  below  the 
1991  number  for  property  crime  arrests.  Juvenile  arrests 
nationwide  for  property  crimes  dropped  5.3  percent 
compared  to  1999.  Adult  arrests  nationwide  for  property 
crimes  declined  4.2  percent  from  1999.  (See  Tables  32, 
34,  36  and  38.) 

Males  accounted  for  70.1  percent  of  property  crime 
arrests  in  2000.   Sixty-eight  percent  of  all  arrestees  were 
over  age  1 8,  and  66.2  percent  of  persons  arrested  were 
white.

DEFINITION 


The  Uniform  Crime  Reporting  Program  defines  burglary  as  the  unlawful  entry  of  a  structure 
to  commit  a  felony  or  theft.  The  use  of  force  to  gain  entry  is  not  required  to  classify  an 
offense  as  burglary.  Burglary  in  this  Program  is  categorized  into  three  subclassifications: 
forcible  entry,  unlawful  entry  where  no  force  is  used,  and  attempted  forcible  entry.

For  the  ninth  straight  year,  the  estimated  number  of 
burglarj  offenses  declined;  the  estimated  2,049,946 
offenses  nationwide  represents  the  lowest  measure  since 
1969.   The  Southern  States,  the  Nation's  most  populous 
region,  recorded  the  highest  burglary  volume,  44.2 
percent.  The  Western  States  followed  with  22.5  percent 
of  the  Nation's  burglaries,  the  Midwestern  States  with 
20.8  percent,  and  the  Northeastern  States  with  12.5 
percent.  (See  Table  3.) 

Monthly  figures  for  2000  revealed  that  the  greatest 
number  of  burglaries  occurred  in  July  and  August,  and  the 
lowest  volume  was  recorded  during  February.  (See  Table 
2.26.)

Compared  to  the  1999  national  volume,  burglary 
declined  2.4  percent  in  2000.  By  community  type, 
suburban  counties  experienced  the  greatest  decline,  4.6 
percent.  Meanwhile,  rural  counties  showed  a  0.9-percent 
decrease  in  burglary  volumes  between  1999  and  2000. 
Collectively,  the  Nation's  cities  showed  a  decline  of  2.2 
percent  in  burglary  volume.  By  city  population  group, 
cities  with  populations  of  100,000  to  249,999  showed  the 
greatest  decrease,  down  3.3  percent.  (See  Table  12.) 

In  2000,  decreases  from  the  previous  year's  burglary 
volumes  were  recorded  in  all  four  regions  of  the  United 
States.  The  greatest  decrease,  5.1  percent,  was  registered 
in  the  Northeastern  States.  The  Midwestern  States 
reported  a  3.5-percent  decline,  and  the  Southern  and 
Western  States  recorded  burglary  volumes  decreases  of 
2.2  and  0.2  percent,  respectively.  (See  Table  4.) 

National  5-  and  10-year  trends  indicate  burglary  was 
down  18.2  percent  from  the  1996  level  and  has  dropped 
35.1  percent  when  compared  to  the  1991  volume. 


Rate 

National  offense  rates  for  burglary  in  2000 — 728.4 
offenses  per  100,000  inhabitants — were  the  lowest  in 
more  than  three  decades.  The  rate  was  5.4  percent  lower 
than  the  1999  rate,  22.9  percent  below  the  1996  rate,  and 
had  dropped  41.8  percent  from  the  1991  rate.   In  metro- 
politan areas,  the  burglary  rate  was  reported  at  754.9 
offenses  for  every  100,000  in  population;  cities  outside 
metropolitan  areas  recorded  a  rate  of  759.2;  and  rural 
counties  showed  a  rate  of  532.3  per  100,000  inhabitants. 

Among  the  Nation's  four  regions,  the  Southern  States 
experienced  the  highest  burglary  rate,  903.0  offenses  per 
100,000  inhabitants.  The  Western  States  reported  a  rate 
of  730.3,  and  the  Midwestern  States  registered  a  rate  of 
663.7.  The  lowest  rate,  477.4,  was  recorded  in  the 
Northeastern  States.  All  regions  indicated  declines  in 
burglary  rates  compared  to  the  previous  year's  numbers. 
The  Northeastern  Region  recorded  the  greatest  decline  at 
8.2  percent.  The  Southern  and  Midwestern  Regions 
showed  decreases  of  5.9  percent  and  5.2  percent,  respec- 
tively, and  the  Western  Region  reported  a  decrease  of  3.4 
percent.  (See  Table  4.) 


Nature 

When  considering  distribution  by  type  of  burglary, 
forcible  entry  was  involved  in  63.7  percent  of  all 
burglaries  in  2000,  unlawful  entries  (without  force)  made 
up  29.5  percent  of  all  burglaries,  and  the  remaining  6.8 
percent  were  forcible  entry  attempts.  In  2000,  2  of  every 
3  burglaries  were  residential  in  nature.  Offenses  for 
which  time  of  occurrence  was  reported  showed  that 
burglaries  occurred  more  commonly  during  the  daytime, 
54.5  percent,  than  at  night,  45.5  percent.  Burglaries  of 
residences  occurred  more  frequently  during  the  daytime, 
60.7  percent,  and  burglaries  of  nonresidences  occurred 
more  frequently  at  night,  57.7  percent. 

Victims  experienced  an  estimated  loss  of  nearly  $3 
billion  in  2000.  The  average  dollar  loss  per  burglary  was 
$1,462.  For  residential  offenses,  the  average  loss  was 
reported  at  $1,381  and  for  nonresidential  burglaries  at 
$1,615. 

Residential  burglary  volumes  declined  in  2000,  down 
3.9  percent  from  1999  figures,  and  nonresidential  burglary 
volumes  increased  0.3  percent  over  the  previous  year's 
numbers.  (See  Table  23.)

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Law  Enforcement  Response 

A  clearance  rate  of  13.4  percent  was  recorded  for 
burglary  offenses  known  to  law  enforcement  in  2000.  By 
region,  the  Northeast  had  a  clearance  rate  of  16.8  percent; 
the  South,  13.7  percent;  the  West,  12.3  percent;  and  the 
Midwest,  1 1 .6  percent.  (See  Table  26.) 

Law  enforcement  agencies  in  rural  counties  cleared 
17.0  percent  of  the  burglaries  reported  in  their  jurisdictions 
and  suburban  county  law  enforcement  agencies  cleared 
14.0  percent.  Cities  as  a  whole  cleared  12.8  percent. 
Cities  with  populations  of  less  than  10,000  cleared  the 
greatest  percentage  of  burglaries  among  city  types,  16.8. 
Those  cities  with  populations  over  250,000  had  the  lowest 
burglary  clearance  rate,  11.1.  (See  Table  25.) 

Adult  offenders  were  involved  in  the  highest 
percentage  of  burglary  clearances,  80.8  percent.  Juvenile 
offenders  (people  under  1 8  years  of  age)  were  involved  in 
the  remaining  19.2  percent  of  clearances.  The  highest 
measure  of  juvenile  clearances  occurred  in  the  Nation's 
smallest  cities  (under  10,000  in  population)  with  24.8 
percent.  Juveniles  made  up  20.8  percent  of  the  burglary 


clearances  in  suburban  counties.   In  both  cities  as  a  whole 
and  rural  counties,  juveniles  comprised  19.2  percent  of 
clearances.  (See  Table  28.) 

In  the  UCR  Program,  several  persons  may  be  arrested 
in  connection  with  the  clearance  of  one  crime,  or  the 
arrest  of  one  individual  may  clear  numerous  offenses. 
The  latter  is  often  true  in  cases  of  burglary,  for  which  an 
estimated  289,844  arrests  were  made  in  2000. 

Total  burglary  arrests  were  down  3.4  percent  from 
1999.  Arrests  of  juveniles  and  adults  declined  by  5.0  and 
2.6  percent,  respectively.  Burglary  arrests  in  the  Nation's 
cities  overall  fell  4.6  percent  for  the  same  timeframe.   In 
rural  counties,  burglary  arrests  declined  slightly,  0.5 
percent,  and  arrests  for  the  same  offense  in  suburban 
counties  were  up  0.4  percent. 

Males  comprised  the  greatest  number  of  arrestees  for 
burglary,  at  86.7  percent  of  the  total,  in  2000.  The 
majority  of  arrestees  were  persons  under  the  age  of  25, 
63.8  percent.  By  race,  whites  accounted  for  69.4  percent 
of  all  persons  arrested  for  burglary,  blacks  for  28.4 
percent,  and  other  races  for  the  remainder. 
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LARCENY-THEFT 


DEFINITION 

Larceny-theft  is  the  unlawful  taking,  carrying,  leading,  or  riding  away  of  property  from  the 
possession  or  constructive  possession  of  another.   It  includes  crimes  such  as  shoplifting, 
pocket-picking,  purse-snatching,  thefts  from  motor  vehicles,  thefts  of  motor  vehicle  parts  and 
accessories,  bicycle  thefts,  etc.,  in  which  no  use  of  force,  violence,  or  fraud  occurs.   In  the 
Uniform  Crime  Reporting  Program,  this  crime  category  does  not  include  embezzlement,  confi- 
dence games,  forgery,  and  worthless  checks.   Motor  vehicle  theft  is  also  excluded  from  this 
category  inasmuch  as  it  is  a  separate  Crime  Index  offense.

Remaining  relatively  unchanged,  larceny-thefts  nation- 
wide registered  a  slight  increase,  up  0.2  percent  in  2000 
compared  to  the  1999  figure.  Cities  as  a  whole  also 
remained  nearly  unchanged  with  a  0.1 -percent  increase  in 
larceny-theft  from  1999.  Among  city  population  groups, 
the  Nation's  smallest  cities,  those  with  populations  of  less 
than  50,000,  rose  by  1 .0  percent.  Among  the  county 
groupings,  rural  counties  experienced  an  increase  of  1.8 
percent  and  suburban  counties  as  a  whole  fell  1.7  percent. 
(See  Table  12.) 

The  South,  the  Nation's  most  populous  region, 
accounted  for  40.9  percent  of  the  larceny-theft  total  in 
2000.  The  Midwest  accounted  for  22.9  percent  of  the 
total,  the  West  recorded  22.2  percent,  and  the  Northeast 
14.0  percent.  (See  Table  3.) 

Two  of  the  Nation's  four  geographic  regions  recorded 
increases  in  larceny-theft  in  2000.  The  Southern  States 
reported  a  0.6-percent  increase,  and  the  Western  States  a 
0.2-percent  increase.  Midwestern  States  reported  no 
change  from  the  previous  year,  and  the  Northeastern 
States  reported  a  0.9-percent  decline  in  larceny-thefts. 
(See  Table  4.) 

Despite  the  similarity  of  the  larceny-theft  total  when 
compared  to  the  previous  year's  total,  an  examination  of 
the  long-term  national  trends  indicated  a  decline  in  larceny- 
theft.  The  2000  larceny-theft  total  shows  an  1 1 .9-percent 
drop  when  compared  to  1996  figures  and  a  14.4-percent 
decrease  when  compared  to  figures  from  1991.  (See 
Table  1.) 

Rate 

The  2000  larceny-theft  rate  of  2,475.3  per  100,000 
population  represented  a  3.0-percent  drop  when  compared 
to  the  previous  year's  data.  The  rate  fell  16.9  percent 
below  1996  figures  and  was  23.3  percent  lower  than  the 


1 99 1  rate.  Rates  for  community  types  in  the  Nation 
revealed  3,125.1  reports  of  larceny-theft  per  100,000 
inhabitants  in  cities  outside  metropolitan  areas,  2,63 1 .9 
for  metropolitan  areas,  and  999.7  in  rural  counties.  (See 
Tables  1  and  2.) 

All  four  geographic  regions  reported  declines  in  the 
2000  larceny-theft  rate  per  100,000  inhabitants.  The 
Northeast  showed  a  4.2-percent  drop,  the  South  and  West 
decreased  3.2  and  3.1  percent,  respectively,  and  the 
Midwest  reported  a  1 .8-percent  decline.  As  for  larceny- 
theft  rates  in  2000,  the  South  reported  a  rate  of  2,842.7 
larceny-thefts  per  100,000  population.  The  Midwest 
registered  a  rate  of  2,475.1,  the  West  experienced  a  rate  of 
2,447.1,  and  the  Northeast  recorded  1,821.4  larceny-thefts 
per  100,000  inhabitants.  (See  Table  4.) 

Nature 

In  2000,  the  average  value  of  property  stolen  as  a  result 
of  larceny-theft  was  $735,  down  from  the  1999  value  of 
$913.  The  aggregate  loss  to  victims,  when  applying  the 
average  value  to  the  estimated  number  of  larceny-thefts 
nationally,  was  over  $5.1  billion  for  the  year.  This  esti- 
mated dollar  loss  is  considered  conservative  since  many 
offenses  in  the  larceny  category  never  come  to  the  atten- 
tion of  law  enforcement,  particularly  if  the  value  of  the 
stolen  goods  is  small  Losses  over  $200  accounted  for 
38.9  percent  of  reported  larceny-thefts,  and  losses  under 
$50  comprised  37.7  percent.  The  remaining  23.4  percent 
involved  losses  ranging  from  $50  to  $200. 

By  type  of  larceny-theft,  losses  of  goods  and  property 
reported  stolen  as  a  result  of  thefts  from  buildings  aver- 
aged $1,176;  thefts  from  motor  vehicles  had  an  average 
loss  of  $712;  and  thefts  from  coin-operated  machines, 
averaged  $500.  Thefts  of  motor  vehicle  accessories  aver- 
aged a  loss  of  $445;  pocket-picking  resulted  in  an  average 
loss  of  $408;  and  purse-snatching,  $356.  Thefts  of  bicy- 
cles resulted  in  an  average  loss  of  $276  and  losses  from 
shoplifting  averaged  $181  per  offense.  (See  Table  23.)

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Thefts  of  motor  vehicle  parts,  accessories,  and  contents 
accounted  for  the  largest  segment  of  larceny-theft,  34.9 
percent.  Shoplifting  made  up  13.8  percent  of  larceny- 
thefts,  and  thefts  from  buildings,  13.1  percent.  The 
remainder  of  larceny-thefts  were  attributed  to  pocket- 
picking,  purse-snatching,  bicycle  thefts,  thefts  from 
coin-operated  machines,  and  all  other  types  of  larceny- 
thefts.  Table  2.28  provides  the  distribution  of 
larceny-theft  by  type  and  geographic  region. 

Law  Enforcement  Response 

The  national  clearance  rate  for  larceny-theft  offenses  in 
2000  was  18.2  percent.  Cities  with  populations  from 
10,000  to  24,999  recorded  the  highest  clearance  rate,  22.9 
percent.  The  Nation's  cities  collectively  cleared  18.5 
percent  of  larceny-thefts,  and  rural  counties  reported  an 
18.4-percent  clearance  rate.  Suburban  counties  had  a 
16.8-percent  clearance  rate. 

Regionally,  law  enforcement  agencies  in  the  Northeast 
cleared  21.6  percent  of  reported  larceny-theft  offenses  in 
2000.  Agencies  in  the  Midwest  cleared  17.9  percent;  the 
South,  17.8  percent;  and  the  West,  17.4  percent.  (See 
Table  26.) 

Larceny-theft  clearances  involving  juveniles  (person 
under  age  18),  both  nationally  and  in  the  Nation's  cities 
were  measured  at  23.0  and  23.5  percent,  respectively. 
Juveniles  comprised  21.6  percent  of  larceny-theft  clear- 
ances in  suburban  counties,  and  16.8  percent  in  rural 


counties.  Cities  with  populations  of  50,000  to  99,999 
inhabitants  showed  the  greatest  juvenile  involvement  in 
larceny-theft,  26.5  percent. 

The  number  of  persons  arrested  for  larceny-theft  in 
2000  fell  5.5  percent  in  comparison  to  1999  data.  Arrests 
of  males  and  females  decreased  6.6  percent  and  3.4 
percent,  respectively.  Arrests  of  juveniles  dropped  5.6 
percent  during  this  same  period,  and  arrests  of  adults 
declined  5.4  percent. 

A  comparison  of  1996  and  2000  data,  revealed  that 
larceny-theft  arrests  have  declined  21.2  percent.  The 
number  of  adult  arrests  dropped  18.3  percent  in  this 
5-year  period,  and  arrests  of  persons  under  the  age  of  18 
fell  26.9  percent.  Arrests  of  males  were  23.6  percent 
lower  in  2000  than  in  1996,  and  arrests  of  females  were 
down  16.5  percent. 

Of  the  arrests  for  all  Crime  Index  offenses  reported  to 
law  enforcement  in  2000,  larceny-theft  accounted  for  52.3 
percent.  Larceny-theft  comprised  72.4  percent  of  all 
arrests  for  property  crimes.  Of  those  individuals  arrested 
for  larceny-theft,  56.9  percent  were  persons  under  25 
years  of  age,  and  31.2  percent  of  the  arrestees  were  under 
18.  Females  were  arrested  more  often  for  this  offense 
than  for  any  other  and  made  up  35.9  percent  of  larceny- 
theft  arrestees. 

Of  the  total  number  of  persons  arrested  for  larceny- 
theft  offenses,  66.7  percent  were  white,  30.4  percent  were 
black,  and  the  remaining  2.9  percent  were  of  all  other 
races.

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For  the  first  time  since  1990,  the  number  of  motor 
vehicle  thefts  reported  in  the  United  States  increased  from 
the  previous  year's  figures  as  the  volume  of  thefts  in  2000 
showed  a  1.2-percent  increase  over  1999  totals.  There 
were  nearly  1.2  million  estimated  thefts  of  motor  vehicles. 
The  Western  States  recorded  the  largest  increase  at  7.1 
percent.  Motor  vehicle  thefts  increased  in  Midwestern 
States  by  0.9  percent.  The  Northeastern  States  reported 
the  largest  decrease  of  motor  vehicle  theft  with  a  2.9- 
percent  decline.  In  the  Southern  States,  motor  vehicle 
thefts  were  down  1.3  percent.  (See  Table  4.) 

The  2000  figures  show  that  the  greatest  number  of 
motor  vehicle  thefts  was  recorded  during  the  month  of 
August,  and  the  fewest  thefts  occurred  in  February.  (See 
Table  2.29.)

Collectively,  the  Nation's  cities  had  a  1.4-percent 
increase  in  motor  vehicle  theft.  Among  city  population 
groupings,  those  with  populations  of  100,000  to  249,999 
experienced  a  4.1 -percent  rise  in  motor  vehicle  theft  and 
those  with  populations  of  250,000  to  499,999  had  a 
similar  increase  of  4.0  percent.  Suburban  counties  experi- 
enced a  2.9-percent  increase,  and  rural  counties  recorded 
a  1.6-percent  rise  in  motor  vehicle  thefts  from  1999 
figures. 

Looking  at  the  5-  and  10-year  trends,  the  volume  of 
motor  vehicle  thefts  in  2000  was  down  16.4  percent  from 
the  1996  figure  and  fell  29.9  percent  from  the  1991 
figure. 

Rate 

In  2000,  the  national  rate  of  414.2  motor  vehicle  thefts 
per  100,000  inhabitants  recorded  for  the  year  was  2.0 


percent  lower  than  the  previous  year's  rate.  The  2000  rate 
is  21.2  percent  lower  than  the  1996  rate,  and  37.2  percent 
below  the  1991  rate. 

For  every  100,000  inhabitants  living  in  metropolitan 
areas,  479.9  motor  vehicle  thefts  were  reported  in  2000. 
The  Nation's  most  heavily  populated  municipalities,  cities 
with  populations  over  250,000,  experienced  the  highest 
rate  of  motor  vehicle  theft  during  the  year — 929.1  for 
every  100,000  inhabitants.  The  Nation's  smallest  cities, 
those  with  fewer  than  10,000  inhabitants,  recorded  a  rate 
of  217.3  per  100,000.  In  cities  outside  metropolitan  areas, 
199.2  motor  vehicle  thefts  were  reported  per  100,000  in 
population.  In  rural  counties,  122.3  motor  vehicle  thefts 
were  recorded  per  100,000  inhabitants. 

Regionally,  the  highest  motor  vehicle  theft  rate  was 
recorded  in  the  Western  States  at  524.1  per  100,000 
people.  The  Southern  States  reported  a  rate  of  417.1 ;  the 
Midwestern  States,  a  rate  of  378.3;  and  the  Northeastern 
States,  a  rate  of  322.1  per  100,000  inhabitants.  Three 
regions  registered  declines  in  2000  compared  to  1999 
data.  The  Northeast  reported  a  6.1 -percent  decrease,  the 
South  a  drop  of  5.0  percent,  and  the  Midwest  a  decline 
of  0.9  percent.  The  West's  rate  of  motor  vehicle  thefts 
per  100,000  in  population  increased  3.6  percent.  (See 
Table  4.) 


Nature 

The  value  of  motor  vehicles  stolen  in  the  Nation  during 
2000  was  estimated  at  nearly  $7.8  billion.  At  the  time  of 
theft,  the  average  value  per  vehicle  was  $6,682.  The 
recovery  rate  for  the  value  of  vehicles  stolen  was  higher 
than  for  any  other  property  type.  (See  Tables  23  and  24.) 

Of  all  motor  vehicles  reported  stolen  during  the  year, 
74.5  percent  were  automobiles,  18.7  percent  were  trucks 
or  buses,  and  the  remainder  were  other  types  of  vehicles.

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Law  Enforcement  Response 

Law  enforcement  agencies  across  the  Nation  reported  a 
14.1 -percent  motor  vehicle  theft  clearance  rate  in  2000. 
Motor  vehicle  theft  clearance  rates  in  the  Nation's  cities 
overall  ranged  from  a  27.7-percent  clearance  rate  in  cities 
with  less  than  10,000  inhabitants  to  9.9  percent  in  cities 
with  populations  of  1  million  and  over.  Law  enforcement 
agencies  in  rural  counties  reported  a  29.3-percent  clear- 
ance rate,  and  those  in  suburban  counties  reported  a 
15.8-percent  clearance  rate.  (See  Table  25.) 

Regionally,  the  Southern  States  had  a  motor  vehicle 
theft  clearance  rate  of  15.9  percent  and  Midwestern  States 
recorded  15.6  percent.  The  Northeastern  and  the  Western 
States  experienced  13.7-  and  1 1.4-percent  clearance  rates, 
respectively. 

Nationally,  persons  in  the  under- 18  age  group  were 
involved  in  19.8  percent  of  the  motor  vehicle  thefts 
cleared.  This  group  also  comprised  19.9  percent  of  those 
cleared  in  cities  collectively,  19.6  percent  of  those  cleared 


in  suburban  counties,  and  19.4  percent  of  the  motor 
vehicle  thefts  cleared  in  rural  counties. 

Persons  under  the  age  of  25  made  up  the  largest 
percentage  of  persons  arrested  for  motor  vehicle  theft, 
66.5.  Arrestees  under  the  age  of  18  accounted  for  34.3 
percent  of  the  total  in  2000,  although  arrests  of  persons 
under  age  18  were  down  2.6  percent  from  1999.  Juvenile 
female  and  male  arrests  decreased,  1.2  percent  and  2.8 
percent,  respectively. 

Adults  comprised  65.7  percent  of  all  motor  vehicle 
theft  arrestees.  The  number  of  adults  arrested  in  2000 
increased  3.3  percent  from  the  previous  year's  figures. 

Males  accounted  for  84.2  percent  of  the  148,225 
arrestees  for  motor  vehicle  theft  in  2000.  By  race,  55.4 
percent  of  the  arrestees  were  white,  41.6  percent  were 
black,  and  the  remainder  were  of  other  races. 

In  2000,  total  motor  vehicle  theft  arrests  were  up  1 .2 
percent  from  the  1999  numbers.  The  2000  arrest  totals 
were  18.5  percent  below  the  1996  level  and  35.2  percent 
lower  than  the  1 99 1  figure. 
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ARSON 


DEFINITION 

Arson  is  defined  by  the  Uniform  Crime  Reporting  Program  as  any  willful  or  malicious 
burning  or  attempt  to  burn,  with  or  without  intent  to  defraud,  a  dwelling,  house,  public 
building,  motor  vehicle  or  aircraft,  personal  property  of  another,  etc. 

Only  fires  determined  through  investigation  to  have  been  willfully  or  maliciously  set  are 
classified  as  arsons.  Fires  of  suspicious  or  unknown  origins  are  excluded. 
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In  2000,  there  were  78,280  arson  offenses  reported  by 
law  enforcement  nationwide.  Of  the  12,011  agencies  that 
provided  arson  data  for  the  year,  1 1,903  agencies  supplied 
supplementary  details  such  as  type  of  structures  and  esti- 
mated monetary  value  of  property  damaged.  That  detailed 
information  is  presented  in  tabular  format  on  the  following 
pages.  Information  dealing  with  arson  offenses  and  trends 
are  presented  in  Tables  12  through  15.  Tables  25  through 
28  present  data  on  arson  clearances.  Due  to  the  somewhat 
limited  number  of  agencies  (8,023  which  represented  76 
percent  of  the  Nation's  population)  submitting  arson 
reports  for  all  12  months  of  the  year,  the  data  in  these 
tables  does  not  present  a  total  picture  of  arson  in  the 
United  States.  Therefore,  one  should  view  the  arson  data 
in  these  tables  as  providing  an  indicator  of  arson  incidents 
in  the  Nation. 

There  was  a  0.4-percent  increase  in  reported  arson 
offenses  in  the  country  in  the  year  2000.  However,  the 
Nation's  cities  collectively  reported  a  0.2-percent  decrease 
in  reported  arsons,  the  largest  being  in  cites  with  popula- 
tions of  1  million  or  more,  7.1  percent.  In  contrast,  cities 
with  populations  of  10,000  to  24,999  saw  an  arson 
increase  of  6.6  percent  and  cities  of  25,000  to  49,999 
inhabitants  a  rise  of  5.6  percent.  Rural  counties  registered 
a  0.5-percent  decrease  and  suburban  counties  experienced 
a  2.7-percent  increase.  (See  Table  12.) 

Arson  increased  in  three  of  the  Nation's  four  regions  in 
2000.  The  Western  States  experienced  the  largest  arson 
increase,  3.2  percent,  the  Midwestern  States  rose  by  1.4 
percent,  and  the  Southern  States  by  0.3  percent.  The 
Northeast  recorded  a  6.5-percent  decrease  in  arsons. 

When  considering  property  type,  the  following  shifts 
were  seen  nationally:  structural  arson  fell  2.2  percent; 
arson  of  mobile  property  rose  4.4  percent;  and  the  arson 
of  all  other  properties  (crops,  signs,  merchandise  stored 
outside  structures,  etc.)  climbed  2.9  percent.  (See  Table 
15.) 

Data  users  should  be  aware  that  improved  arson 
reporting  practices  might  influence  percent  change  figures 
when  analyzing  arson  trend  information.  Therefore, 
trends  should  be  viewed  with  caution. 

Rate 

Because  population  coverage  for  arson  data  is  lower 
than  for  other  Crime  Index  offenses,  arson  rates  per 
100,000  inhabitants  are  tabulated  independently.  The 
2000  rates  for  arson  are  presented  in  Table  2.3 1 .  Rates 
are  based  on  data  provided  by  law  enforcement  agencies 
supplying  statistics  for  Index  crimes  for  all  12  months  of 
the  year. 

Nationally,  the  arson  rate  was  36.9  per  100,000  in 
population  in  the  year  2000.  Cities  with  populations 
250,000  to  499,999  reported  the  highest  arson  rate  at  69.5 
per  100,000  inhabitants.   As  a  group,  cities  reported  a  rate

of  40.3  per  100,000  population.  Suburban  counties  regis- 
tered a  rate  of  33.9  and  rural  counties  17.7  arsons  per 
100,000  inhabitants. 

By  region,  the  West  reported  the  highest  arson  rate  with 
39.5  offenses  per  100,000  population.  Following  were  the 
Midwest  with  39.1,  the  South  with  35.5,  and  the 
Northeast  with  31.6  arsons  per  100,000  inhabitants. 

Nature 

In  2000,  the  most  frequently  reported  arsons,  which 
comprise  43.8  percent  of  all  incidents  reported,  were 
arsons  of  structures.  Mobile  properties  (motor  vehicles, 
trailers,  etc.)  were  the  target  of  31.2  percent  of  reported 
arson  offenses,  and  other  types  of  properties  (crops, 
timber,  etc.)  accounted  for  the  remaining  25.0  percent  of 
arsons.  (See  Table  2.32.) 

When  reviewing  structural  arsons  only,  residential 
property  arsons  comprised  60.3  percent,  with  42.2  percent 
of  structural  arsons  directed  at  single-family  dwellings. 
Property  that  was  either  uninhabited  or  abandoned  at  the 
time  of  the  arson  accounted  for  18.2  percent  of  structure- 
related  arsons. 

Motor  vehicles  comprised  the  overwhelming  majority 
of  mobile  property  arsons,  with  95  percent  of  the  total  in 
that  category. 

The  average  estimated  monetary  value  of  property 
damaged  due  to  reported  arsons  in  2000  was  $1 1,042  per 
incident.  On  the  whole,  the  average  loss  for  all  types  of 
structures  was  $19,479.  Mobile  property  loss  averaged 
$5,803  per  incident,  and  for  other  properties  targeted, 
losses  averaged  $2,706.  (See  Table  2.32.)

Law  Enforcement  Response 

Nationally  in  2000,  the  arson  clearance  rate  was  16.5 
percent.  The  highest  clearance  rate,  28.5  percent,  was 
recorded  in  cities  under  10,000  in  population,  and  all 
cities  as  a  group  cleared  15.5  percent  of  all  arsons.  In  the 
same  time  period,  rural  counties  registered  a  24.2-percent 
clearance  rate  and  suburban  counties  reported  a  15.9- 
percent  clearance  rate.  (See  Table  25.) 

When  reviewing  arson  clearances  in  the  Nation's 
regions,  the  Southern  States  reported  a  clearance  rate  of 
17.9  percent.  The  Northeastern  States  had  a  16.6-percent 
rate,  the  Midwestern  States  registered  a  14.6-percent  rate, 
and  the  Western  States  a  14.4-percent  rate  of  arson  clear- 
ances. 

Juvenile  involvement  in  arson  is  higher  than  for  any 
other  Index  crime,  with  45.0  percent  of  all  2000  arson 
clearances  involving  only  juveniles  (persons  under  age 
18).  When  considering  arson  types,  juveniles  comprised 
23.5  percent  of  clearances  for  mobile  property  arson,  44.6 
percent  of  structural  arson  clearances,  and  56.2  percent  of 
clearances  of  arsons  for  all  other  property.  (See  Table 
2.32.) 

In  the  nation's  cities  collectively,  49.4  percent  of  arson 
clearances  were  attributed  to  juvenile  offenders.  In 
suburban  counties,  juveniles  accounted  for  38.7  percent  of 
arson  clearances.  Juveniles  were  involved  in  29.6  percent 
of  clearances  in  rural  counties.  (See  Table  28.) 


A  breakdown  of  clearances  by  type  of  structural  and 
mobile  classifications  is  provided  in  Table  2.32.  These 
data  were  constructed  from  detailed  information  provided 
by  1 1 ,903  law  enforcement  agencies  that  submitted 
supplementary  arson  data.  The  highest  clearance  rates  for 
arsons  were  those  of  industrial/manufacturing  structures, 
46.3  percent.  The  lowest  clearance  rates,  6.7  percent, 
were  for  motor  vehicles. 

In  2000,  84.9  percent  of  persons  arrested  for  arson  in 
the  United  States  were  male.  Persons  under  1 8  years  of 
age  made  up  52.8  percent  of  the  arrestees  and  71.6 
percent  were  under  25.  Whites  comprised  76.4  percent  of 
arrestees  and  blacks  accounted  for  21.7  percent,  with  the 
remainder  being  made  up  of  persons  of  other  races. 

Nationally,  arson  arrests  declined  4.3  percent  in  2000 
as  compared  to  those  in  1999.  By  community  type, 
suburban  counties  recorded  an  8.9-percent  decrease  in 
arson  arrests,  rural  counties  registered  a  4.2-percent 
decline,  and  cities  as  a  group  recorded  a  3.1 -percent 
decrease. 

In  2000  adult  arrests  decreased  0.9-percent  when 
compared  to  the  previous  year's  figures.  Juvenile  arrests 
declined  by  7.0  percent.  Arrests  of  males  for  arson  fell  by 
5.3  percent  in  2000,  and  arrests  of  females  rose  by  1.9 
percent  during  the  same  time  period. 

Five-  and  1 0-year  trends  in  arson  arrests  show  a  drop  of 
15.6  percent  in  total  arrests  when  compared  to  1996  totals 
and  a  16.0-percent  decline  from  the  1991  figure. 
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HATE  CRIME 


DEFINITION 


A  hate  crime,  also  known  as  a  bias  crime,  is  a  criminal  offense  committed  against  a  person, 
property,  or  society  which  is  motivated,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  the  offender's  bias  against  a 
race,  religion,  disability,  sexual  orientation,  or  ethnicity/national  origin. 
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Background 

In  response  to  mounting  national  concern  over  crimes 
motivated  by  bias,  Congress  signed  into  law  on  April  23, 
1990,  the  Hate  Crime  Statistics  Act  of  1990  (the  Act). 
This  law  required  the  Attorney  General  to  collect  data 
"about  crimes  that  manifest  evidence  of  prejudice  based 
on  race,  religion,  sexual  orientation,  or  ethnicity."  The 
Attorney  General  delegated  the  responsibilities  of  devel- 
oping the  procedures  for  and  managing  the  implementation 
of  the  collection  of  hate  crime  data  to  the  Director  of  the 
FBI,  who  in  turn  assigned  the  tasks  to  the  Uniform  Crime 
Reporting  (UCR)  Program.   In  September  1994,  the 
Violent  Crime  Control  and  Law  Enforcement  Act 
amended  the  Act  to  include  both  physical  and  mental 
disabilities  as  potential  bias  factors,  and  the  actual  collec- 
tion of  disability-bias  data  began  in  January  1997. 
Additionally,  the  Church  Arson  Prevention  Act  of  1996 
mandated  that  hate  crime  data  collection  become  a  perma- 
nent part  of  the  UCR  Program. 

Rather  than  create  new  crime  categories,  Program 
developers  decided  that  collecting  additional  information 
about  offenses  already  being  reported  to  the  UCR 
Program  would  fulfill  the  directives  addressed  in  the  Act. 
Consequently,  hate  crime  data  are  collected  by  capturing 
information  for  traditional  offenses  motivated  by  the 
offender's  bias.  Included  are  the  offenses  of  murder  and 
nonnegligent  manslaughter;  forcible  rape;  aggravated 
assault;  simple  assault;  intimidation;  robbery;  burglary; 
larceny-theft;  motor  vehicle  theft;  arson;  and  destruction, 
damage,  or  vandalism  of  property. 

A  hate  crime  abstract  based  on  the  data  received  from 
law  enforcement  agencies  that  provided  1  to  12  months  of 
hate  crime  reports  during  2000  follows.  More  detailed 
information  concerning  the  characteristics  of  hate  crime 
can  be  found  in  the  annual  UCR  publication  Hate  Crime 
Statistics. 

Nature 

In  2000,  there  were  8,152  hate  crime  incidents  reported 
to  the  FBI.  The  incidents  involved  9,524  separate 
offenses,  10,021  victims,  and  7,642  known  offenders.  Of 
the  single-bias  incidents  reported,  4,368  were  motivated 
by  racial  bias;  1,483  by  religious  bias;  1,330  by  sexual- 
orientation  bias;  927  by  ethnicity/national  origin  bias;  and 
36  by  disability  bias.  Additionally,  8  incidents  involved 
multiple  biases.  (See  Table  2.33.) 

Racial  bias  represented  the  largest  percentage  of  single- 
bias  motivated  offenses  in  2000.  Of  the  reported  offenses, 
54.8  percent  were  motivated  by  racial  bias,  16.5  percent 
by  religious  bias,  16.0  percent  by  sexual-orientation  bias, 


12.4  percent  by  ethnic/national  origin  bias,  and  0.4  percent 
by  disability  bias.   Seventeen  offenses  were  associated 
with  multiple-bias  incidents.  (See  Table  2.33  and  Figure 
2.19.) 

Considering  victims  of  single-bias  motivated  hate 
crimes,  a  total  of  54.3  percent  of  victims  were  attacked 
because  of  their  race,  with  bias  against  blacks  accounting 
for  35.6  percent  of  hate  crime  victims.  (See  Table  2.33.)

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Of  the  10,021  victims  of  hate  crime,  62.1  percent  were 
targets  of  crimes  against  persons  in  2000.  (See  Table  2.34.) 

The  largest  portion  of  the  hate  crime  offenses,  65.3 
percent,  reported  to  law  enforcement  were  attributed  to 
crimes  against  persons.  Thirty-four  percent  accounted  for 
crimes  against  property,  and  0.6  percent  represented 
crimes  against  society.  Of  the  crimes  against  persons, 
intimidation  occurred  in  52.9  percent  of  the  offenses, 
simple  assault  in  26.0  percent,  and  aggravated  assault  in 
20.5  percent.  The  most  frequently  reported  offense  of 
crimes  against  property  was  damage,  destruction,  or 
vandalism  of  property,  accounting  for  85.3  percent  of  that 
category.  (See  Table  2.34.) 

Overall,  intimidation  was  the  most  frequently  reported 
offense.  Intimidation  accounted  for  34.6  percent  of  the 
total,  followed  by  damage,  destruction,  or  vandalism  of 
property,  29.0  percent;  simple  assault,  17.0  percent;  and 
aggravated  assault,  13.4  percent.  (See  Table  2.34.)

Law  enforcement  agencies  reported  7,642  known 
offenders  in  conjunction  with  the  8,152  incidents  recorded 
in  2000.  (See  Table  2.33.)  Of  the  known  offenders, 
6,266  were  associated  with  crimes  against  persons,  1,653 
were  linked  to  crimes  against  property,  and  78  were 
connected  with  crimes  against  society.  The  single  most 
reported  offense,  intimidation,  was  committed  by  38.6 
percent  of  known  offenders  involved  in  crimes  against 
persons.  (See  Table  2.34.)  By  race,  64.2  percent  of  the 
known  offenders  were  white,  18.9  percent  were  black,  9.7 
percent  were  of  unknown  races,  and  7.2  percent  were  of 
other  race  categories.  (See  Table  2.35.)

Law  Enforcement  Participation 

Hate  crime  data  for  2000  were  supplied  by  1 1 ,690 
law  enforcement  agencies  in  48  states  and  the  District  of 
Columbia.  (See  Table  2.36.)  These  agencies  represented 
approximately  84.2  percent  of  the  Nation's  population, 
nearly  237  million  people.  Of  the  participating  agencies, 
83.8  percent  reported  that  no  hate  crimes  occurred  in  their 
jurisdiction,  and  the  remaining  16.2  percent  reported  that 
at  least  one  hate  crime  occurred. 

The  law  enforcement  community  has  recognized  that 
authoritative  information  is  crucial  to  developing  effective 
measures  to  deal  with  bias-motivated  crime.  Though 
reports  from  these  agencies  are  not  sufficient  to  allow 
valid  national  or  regional  measures  of  the  volume  and 
types  of  crimes  motivated  by  hate,  they  offer  perspectives 
on  the  general  nature  of  hate  crime  occurrences.

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Crime  Index  Tabulations 


The  tabular  portions  of  this  section  show  crime  data 
in  the  following  categories:  the  Nation  as  a  whole; 
geographic  divisions;  individual  states;  Metropolitan 
Statistical  Areas;  cities,  towns,  and  counties;  and  college 
and  university  campuses.  The  following  tables  also 
provide  national  averages  for  the  value  of  property  stolen 
in  Crime  Index  offenses;  robbery,  burglary,  larceny-theft, 
and  arson  breakdowns  by  type;  weapon  information;  and 
data  on  the  type  and  value  of  property  stolen  and  recov- 
ered. 

Although  the  exact  number  of  crimes  occurring  within 
the  United  States  is  unknown,  criminal  activity  can  be 
gauged  by  studying  those  crimes  reported  to  law  enforce- 
ment. The  reader  is  cautioned,  however,  that  many 
factors  affect  crime  volumes  and  crime  types  and  can 
cause  them  to  vary  from  time  to  time  and  from  place  to 
place.   Population,  for  example,  is  used  in  computing 
crime  rates.   Since  current,  permanent  population  counts 
are  used  in  their  construction,  crime  rates  do  not  account 
for  transient  or  seasonal  populations.  Short-term  popula- 
tion variables,  such  as  an  influx  of  day  workers,  tourists, 
shoppers,  etc.  impact  all  communities  to  some  degree. 
Other  factors  contributing  to  the  amount  of  crime  in  a 
given  area  are  discussed  on  page  z'v  of  this  publication. 

One  tool  law  enforcement  administrators  can  use  in 
analyzing  local  crime  counts  and  the  performance  of  the 
law  enforcement  agencies  is  national  data.  The  analyses, 
however,  should  not  be  based  solely  on  data  presented  in 
this  publication.  True  assessments  of  community  crime 
problems  or  the  effectiveness  of  law  enforcement  opera- 


tions can  only  be  made  through  appraisals  of  local  condi- 
tions. 

Table  1,  "Index  of  Crime,  United  States,  1981-2000," 
sets  forth  national  estimates  of  volume  and  rate  per 
100,000  inhabitants  for  all  Crime  Index  offenses  covering 
the  past  two  decades. 

Current  year  estimates  for  MSAs,  rural  counties,  and 
cities  and  towns  outside  metropolitan  areas  are  shown  in 
Table  2,  "Index  of  Crime,  United  States,  2000." 
Definitions  of  these  community  types  can  be  found  in 
Appendix  III. 

Data  showing  the  geographical  distribution  of  estimated 
Index  crimes  and  population  are  provided  in  Table  3, 
"Index  of  Crime  Analysis,  Offense  and  Population 
Distribution  by  Region,  2000."  In  reviewing  regional 
figures  in  this  report,  the  reader  must  consider  each 
region's  proportion  of  the  Nation's  total  population.  For 
example,  not  only  did  the  Southern  States  account  for  the 
largest  volume  of  Crime  Index  offenses  in  2000,  but  they 
also  represented  the  greatest  regional  population. 

Note 

The  collection  of  statistics  on  arson  as  a  Crime  Index 
offense  began  in  1979.   However,  2000  annual  figures  are 
not  available  for  inclusion  in  tables  presenting  statistics 
for  the  Nation  as  a  whole.  Arson  totals  reported  by  indi- 
vidual law  enforcement  agencies  are  displayed  in  Tables  8 
through  11.    Two-year  arson  trends  are  shown  in  Tables 
12  through  15.

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SECTION  III 
Crime  Index  Offenses  Cleared 


In  the  UCR  Program,  a  reporting  law  enforcement 
agency  clears  or  solves  an  offense  when  at  least  one 
person  is  arrested,  charged  with  the  commission  of  an 
offense,  and  turned  over  to  the  court  for  prosecution.  The 
arrest  of  one  person  may  clear  many  crimes.  Conversely, 
the  arrest  of  many  persons  may  clear  just  one  offense.  In 
addition,  clearances  recorded  in  a  particular  calendar  year 
such  as  2000  may  include  offenses  that  occurred  in 
previous  years. 

When  elements  beyond  a  law  enforcement  agency's 
control  preclude  the  agency  from  placing  formal  charges 
against  the  offender,  the  offense  is  cleared  by  exceptional 
means.  For  an  offense  to  be  cleared  by  exceptional  means, 
several  criteria  must  be  met.  The  agency  must  have: 
1 )  identified  the  offender;  2)  enough  evidence  to  support 
an  arrest;  3)  identified  the  offender's  location;  and  4)  a 
reason  outside  the  agency's  control  that  does  not  allow  the 
agency  to  arrest,  charge,  and  prosecute  an  offender. 
Examples  of  exceptional  clearances  include  the  death  of 
the  offender  (suicide,  justifiably  killed  by  police  or  private 
citizens,  etc.);  the  victim's  refusal  to  cooperate  with  the 
prosecution  after  the  identification  of  the  offender;  or  the 
denial  of  extradition  because  the  offender  committed  a 
crime  in  another  jurisdiction  and  is  being  prosecuted. 

Law  enforcement  agencies  nationwide  recorded  a  20.5- 
percent  Crime  Index  clearance  rate,  excluding  arson,  for 
2000.  The  Modified  Crime  Index  total,  including  the 
16.0-percent  clearance  rate  for  arson,  was  20.4  percent. 

Murder,  forcible  rape,  and  aggravated  assault — crimes 
against  persons — often  undergo  a  more  concentrated 
investigative  effort  than  crimes  against  property.  In  addi- 
tion, victims  and/or  witnesses  often  identify  the 
perpetrators.   Hence,  violent  crimes  tend  to  have  higher 
clearance  rates  than  property  crimes.  That  likelihood 
continued  in  2000  with  47.5  percent  of  violent  crimes 
cleared  compared  to  16.7  percent  of  property  crimes, 
excluding  arson,  cleared.  When  violent  crime  clearances 
are  broken  down,  the  murder  clearance  rate  was  63.1 
percent,  the  aggravated  assault  clearance  rate  was  56.9 
percent,  the  forcible  rape  clearance  rate  was  46.9  percent, 
and  the  robbery  clearance  rate  was  25.7  percent.  Analysis 
of  property  crimes  indicates  that  the  larceny-theft  clear- 
ance rate  was  1 8.2  percent,  the  motor  vehicle  theft 
clearance  rate  was  14.1  percent,  and  the  burglary  clear- 
ance rate  was  13.4  percent. 

By  region,  law  enforcement  agencies  in  the  Northeast 
recorded  a  23.6-percent  Crime  Index  clearance  rate— 
the  highest  in  the  Nation.  The  Southern  States  had  a 
20.6-percent  clearance  rate,  the  Western  States  had  a 
19.6-percent  clearance  rate,  and  the  Midwestern  States 
had  a  19.1 -percent  clearance  rate.   Violent  crime  clear- 
ance rates  by  region  were  51.7  percent  in  the  Northeast. 


47.8  percent  in  the  South,  47.3  percent  in  the  West,  and 
42.8  percent  in  the  Midwest.  For  property  crime,  the 
Northeastern  and  Southern  Regions  posted  clearance  rates 
of  19.8  and  16.7  percent,  respectively.  The  Midwestern 
and  Western  Regions  recorded  clearance  rales  o\'  16.4  and 
15.5  percent,  respectively. 

Among  community  types,  rural  county  law  enforcement 
agencies  recorded  a  23.7-percent  clearance  rate  for  Crime 
Index  offenses.  Rural  counties  had  a  violent  crime  clear- 
ance rate  of  61.3  percent  and  a  property  crime  clearance 
rate  of  18.7  percent.  Collectively,  cities  cleared  20.2 
percent  of  Crime  Index  offenses,  45.4  percent  of  violent 
crimes,  and  16.8  percent  of  property  crimes.  Cities  with 
populations  of  10,000  to  24,999  listed  the  highest  clearance 
rate  for  Crime  Index  offenses  at  24.4  percent  and  property 
crimes  at  21.5  percent.  Among  city  groupings,  the  highest 
percentage  of  violent  crimes  cleared — 60.6  percent — was 
registered  in  cities  with  less  than  10,000  inhabitants.   In 
suburban  counties,  20.6  percent  of  serious  offenses  were 
cleared,  as  were  53.9  percent  of  violent  crimes,  and  16.0 
percent  of  property  crimes.  (See  Table  25.) 

Clearances  Involving  Only  Persons 
Under  18  Years  of  Age 

When  an  offender  under  18  years  old  is  cited  to  appear 
in  juvenile  court  or  before  other  juvenile  authorities,  the 
UCR  Program  records  that  incident  as  a  clearance  by 
arrest,  even  though  a  physical  arrest  may  not  have 
occurred.  The  number  of  crimes  in  which  juveniles  are 
identified  as  the  offenders  may  be  evaluated  to  estimate 
the  total  amount  of  juvenile  crime.   Because  the  ju\  enile 
clearance  percentages  in  this  publication  include  only  the 
offenses  in  which  there  were  no  adults  involved,   these 
figures  should  be  considered  a  small  underestimation  of 
juvenile  involvement  in  crime.  Juveniles,  defined  as 
persons  under  18  years  of  age,  accounted  for  25.5  percent 
of  the  Nation's  population,  according  to  the  2000  Bureau 
of  the  Census  estimates. 

Of  the  Crime  Index  offenses  cleared  by  law  enforce- 
ment, 19.3  percent  involved  only  juveniles.    In  addition, 
crimes  committed  b>  juveniles  accounted  for  12.2  percent 
of  violent  crime  and  22.1  of  property  crime  clearances. 
Murder  had  the  lowesl  percentage  of  juvenile  involvemenl 
at  5.3  percent,  and  arson  had  the  highest  percentage  o\ 
juvenile  involvemenl  al  45.9  percent. 

B>  region,  the  Midwest  had  the  largest  percentage  of 
(rime  Index  offenses  involving  juveniles,  clearing  24.2 
percent.  In  the  Western  States,  juveniles  alone  accounted 
for  21.5  percent  of  the  clearances;  in  the  Northeastern 
States.  18.7  percent;  and  in  the  Southern  Stales.  15.9 
percent.

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SECTION  IV 
Persons  Arrested 


Primarily  a  gauge  of  law  enforcement's  response  to 
crime,  arrest  counts  also  provide  definitive  data  concerning 
the  age,  sex,  and  race  of  perpetrators.  Arrest  practices, 
policies,  and  enforcement  emphases  vary  from  place  to 
place,  even  within  a  community  from  time  to  time  such  as 
during  a  local  police  campaign  to  deter  juvenile  violence. 
Though  the  arrest  practices  for  certain  unlawful  conduct 
such  as  drunkenness,  disorderly  conduct,  vagrancy,  and 
related  violations  may  differ  among  agencies,  those  for 
robbery,  burglary,  and  other  serious  crimes  are  more  likely 
to  be  uniform  and  consistently  enforced  throughout  all 
jurisdictions.  The  UCR  Program's  procedures  require  that 
an  arrest  be  counted  on  each  separate  occasion  a  person  is 
taken  into  custody,  notified,  or  cited.  However,  annual 
arrest  figures  do  not  measure  the  number  of  individuals 
arrested  since  one  person  may  be  arrested  several  times 
during  the  year  for  the  same  or  different  offenses. 

In  2000,  law  enforcement  agencies  nationwide  made  an 
estimated  14  million  arrests  for  all  criminal  infractions, 
excluding  traffic  violations.  Among  specific  crime  cate- 
gories, some  of  the  highest  arrest  counts  were  for  drug 
abuse  violations  at  1 .6  million  arrests  and  driving  under 
the  influence  at  1.5  million  arrests.  Simple  assaults  and 
larceny-thefts  registered  1 .3  million  and  1 .2  million 
arrests,  respectively.  Drug  abuse  violations  and  alcohol- 
related  arrests  combined  accounted  for  an  estimated  31 .3 
percent  of  the  overall  arrests.  (See  Table  29.) 

In  relation  to  the  total  United  States  population,  the 
arrest  rate  was  5,010.4  arrests  per  100,000  inhabitants  in 
2000.  Among  city  population  groupings,  cities  with 
under  10,000  inhabitants  registered  the  highest  rate, 
6,460.1  per  100,000,  and  cities  with  populations  from 
25,000  to  49,999  experienced  the  lowest  rate  at  4,600.4 
per  100,000  inhabitants.  The  arrest  rate  for  rural  county 
law  enforcement  agencies  was  4,027.1,  and  for  suburban 
county  law  enforcement,  4,021.5  per  100,000  inhabitants. 
(See  Table  31.)  Regionally,  arrest  rates  per  100,000  popu- 
lation ranged  from  4,012.2  in  the  Northeast  to  5,570.6  in 
the  South.  The  West  and  the  Midwest  had  rates  of 
4,921.1  and  5,250.6,  respectively.  (See  Table  30.) 

Arrest  Trends 

Excluding  traffic  violations,  the  total  number  of  arrests 
for  the  Nation  in  2000  decreased  2.2  percent  from  the 
previous  year's  figures.  Crime  Index  arrests  declined  3.7 
percent.  Among  those,  violent  crime  arrests  dipped  1 .4 
percent,  and  arrests  for  property  crimes  decreased  4.6 
percent. 

In  comparing  arrest  figures  from  1999  to  2000,  adult 
arrests  were  down  1 .7  percent,  and  juvenile  arrests  fell  4.8 


percent.  Adult  arrests  for  violent  crime  declined  0.8 
percent  and  juvenile  arrests  for  violent  crime  decreased 
4.4  percent.   Property  crime  arrests  also  dropped  for 
adults  and  juveniles  at  4.2  percent  and  5.3  percent,  respec- 
tively. (See  Table  36.) 

Collectively,  the  Nation's  cities  registered  a  2.9-percent 
decrease  in  the  total  number  of  arrests  for  2000;  rural 
counties,  a  decline  of  0.2  percent;  and  suburban  counties. 
a  dip  of  0.1  percent.  (See  Tables  44,  50,  and  56.) 

Five-year  trend  data  point  to  decreasing  arrest  totals 
for  the  Nation  with  2000  figures  down  5.1  percent  from 
the  1996  numbers.  Juvenile  arrests  for  the  period  fell 
15.3  percent,  and  adult  arrests  declined  2.7  percent.  (See 
Table  34.) 

Though  data  from  1991  and  2000  show  arrests  for 
Crime  Index  offenses  fell  25.3  percent  with  violent  crime 
arrests  decreasing  1 1.3  percent  and  property  crime  arrests 
falling  29.6  percent,  data  used  to  establish  10-year  arrest 
trends  show  total  arrests  were  up  0.2  percent.   During  the 
period,  arrests  increased  for  simple  assaults,  forgery  and 
counterfeiting,  embezzlement,  drug  abuse  violations, 
offenses  against  the  family  and  children,  liquor  law  \  illa- 
tions, curfew  and  loitering  law  transgressions,  and  other 
general  offenses. 

Drug  abuse  violation  arrests  for  2000  increased  0.5 
percent  over  the  1999  figures,  7.5  percent  above  the  1996 
level,  and  49.4  percent  higher  than  the  1991  total.  Table 
4.1  provides  a  breakdown  of  the  types  of  drug  abuse 
violation  arrests  during  2000  by  geographic  region. 


Age 


Nationally,  5.5  percent  of  all  persons  arrested  in  2000 
were  under  the  age  of  15;  17.1  percent  were  under  18 
years  of  age;  32.1  percent  were  under  21;  and  46.0 
percent  were  under  the  age  of  25.  The  under-25  age 
group  also  accounted  for  47.5  percent  of  arrestees  in  the 
Nation's  cities  collectively,  41.5  percent  in  suburban 
counties,  and  41.2  percent  in  rural  counties.  (See  rabies 
41,47,  53,  and  59.) 

According  to  national  age  distribution  figures  lor  (rime 
Index  offense  arrestees.  27.5  percent  were  under  IS  years 
of  age;  43.1  percent,  under  21;  and  55.1  percent,  under  25 
years  of  age.  The  under-25  age  group  comprised  44.4 
percent  of  the  violent  crime  arrestees  and  5l>.2  percent  of 
the  property  crime  arrestees  in  2000. 

Law  enforcement  arrested  juveniles  (persons  under  age 
IX)  lor  the  offense  of  larcenv -theft  more  often  than  an\ 
othei  offense  in  2000,  uhereas  adults  were  most  often

Males  comprised  77.8  percent  of  all  persons  arrested  in 
the  United  States  during  2000.  (See  Table  42.)  The  male 
gender  accounted  for  73.6  percent  of  Crime  Index 
arrestees.  82.6  percent  of  those  arrested  for  violent  crimes, 
and  70. 1  percent  of  property  crime  arrestees.   Drug  abuse 
\  iolations  and  dri\  ing  under  the  influence,  the  offenses 
for  which  men  were  most  often  arrested,  jointly  totaled 
22.9  percent  of  all  male  arrests.  Comparatively,  those 
same  offenses  accounted  for  16.5  percent  of  overall 
female  arrests  and  21.5  percent  of  total  arrests.   By 
gender,  45.0  percent  of  male  violent  crime  arrestees  and 


41.7  percent  of  female  violent  crime  arrestees  were  under 
the  age  of  25. 

As  in  previous  years,  females  were  most  frequently 
arrested  for  larceny-theft  in  2000.    larceny-theft  arrests 
totaled  71.1  percent  of  female  arrests  for  Index  offenses 
and  13.9  percent  of  all  female  arrests;  57.7  percent  of  all 
female  larceny-theft  arrestees  were  under  25  years  of  age. 

In  comparing  2000  arrests  by  gender  to  those  for  the 
previous  year,  the  total  number  of  male  arrests  was  2.6 
percent  lower  than  the  1999  figure,  and  the  total  number 
of  arrests  for  females  dipped  1.0  percent.  Though  male 
arrests  for  \  lolent  crimes  declined  over  the  past  year  by 
1 .7  percent,  female  arrests  for  violent  crimes  slightly 
increased  by  0.1  percent. 

A  5-year  trend  comparison  of  1996  and  2000  arrest  data 
indicates  that  arrests  for  both  males  and  females  decreased, 
down  6.4  percent  and  0.2  percent,  respectively.   Male 
violent  crime  arrests  fell  by  13.4  percent  during  that  same 
period,  while  female  violent  crime  arrests  rose  2.1  percent. 

Ten-year  trend  data  show  a  0.2-percent  increase  in  total 
arrests  when  comparing  1991  to  2000.  Though  total 
arrests  for  males  declined  3.8  percent,  total  arrests  for 
females  climbed  17.6  percent.   Regarding  arrests  for 
violent  crimes,  male  violent  crime  arrests  fell  17.1  percent, 
but  female  arrests  for  violent  crimes  jumped  32.7  percent. 
(See  Tables  32-37.) 

Race 

Race  distribution  figures  for  the  total  number  of  arrests 
in  the  Nation  during  2000  show  that  69.7  percent  of  the 
arrestees  were  white,  27.9  percent  were  black,  and  the 
remainder  were  of  other  races.  (See  Table  43.)  Whites 
made  up  64.5  percent  of  the  Index  crime  arrests,  66.2 
percent  of  the  property  crime  arrests,  and  59.9  percent  of 
the  violent  crime  arrests.

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SECTION  V 
Analysis  of  Motor  Vehicle  Theft  Using  Survival  Model 


Introduction 

Motor  vehicle  theft,  as  defined  by  the  Uniform  Crime 
Reporting  (UCR)  Program,  is  the  theft  or  attempted  theft 
of  a  motor  vehicle  including  automobiles,  trucks,  buses, 
motorcycles,  motor  scooters,  and  snowmobiles.  The  defi- 
nition also  includes  the  temporary  possession  of  a  motor 
vehicle  by  those  persons  not  having  lawful  access  and  joy 
riding.  Farm  equipment,  bulldozers,  airplanes,  construc- 
tion equipment,  or  motorboats  are  not  included  in  this 
definition.  (UCR  Handbook,  1984,  p.  28). 

The  staggering  cost  to  the  public  in  terms  of  lost  prop- 
erty has  been  a  real  concern  for  the  victims  of  motor 
vehicle  theft,  policy  makers,  and  law  enforcement. 
Understandably,  the  law  enforcement  community  has 
attempted  to  better  understand,  prevent,  and  solve  this 
crime  for  years.  In  an  effort  to  assist  law  enforcement 
and  all  individuals  and  organizations  concerned  with 


crime,  staff  members  of  the  Federal  Bureau  o\' 
Investigation  (FBI)  collect,  compile,  and  disseminate 
crime  data.   In  addition,  they  conduct  detailed  studies  and 
analyses  to  inform  the  public  about  the  dynamics  of  crime 
and  the  preventive  measures  that  can  be  taken  against  the 
loss  of  property.   In  that  regard,  this  study  has  been 
prepared  to  take  a  closer  look  at  a  crime  that  affects 
millions  of  the  Nation's  citizens. 

Americans  consider  their  automobiles  a  primary  means 
of  transportation,  and  the  loss  of  a  vehicle  creates  a  great 
deal  of  temporary  inconvenience  both  in  terms  of  lifestyle 
and  cost.   In  many  cases,  stolen  cars  have  also  been  used 
in  the  commission  of  other  serious  crimes.  According  to 
the  UCR  Program,  nearly  43  million  motor  vehicles  were 
stolen  from  1960  to  1999  (see  Figure  5.1).  Although  it 
was  not  a  steady  increase,  the  trend  shows  that  motor 
vehicle  theft  increased  significantly  during  those  four 
decades.   Declines  in  the  1990s,  however,  show  major

1977  data  from  the  National  (  rime  Information  Center 
(M(  K  1.  the  stud)  pointed  out  that  77  percent  of  all  stolen 
vehicles  are  recovered.    I  Ins  stud)  also  determined  that 
50  percent  of  the  stolen  vehicles  are  recovered  within  3 
days  alter  the  incident.    It  is  clear  that  the  more  time  that 
elapses,  the  smaller  the  probabilit)  of  recovering  the 
vehicle  becomes.   The  whole  phenomena  of  motor  vehicle 
theft  is  influenced  h>  a  variet)  of  factors  including 
seasonality,  geographic  location,  population,  day  of  the 
week,  unemployment,  and  income.    It  may  be  difficult  to 
answer  all  questions  related  to  motor  vehicle  theft  in  one 
or  two  studies,  as  the  problem  must  be  examined  from 
different  angles  using  different  research  methodologies 
and  data. 

This  study  will  address  the  issues  itemized  in  the 
section  titled  Objectives.  The  methodology  and  the  data 
used  in  this  research  are  specified  and  detailed  in  the 
sections  bearing  the  titles  Methodology  and  Data.  The 
results  of  the  estimations,  including  related  discussions 
and  anah  sis.  are  also  presented  in  this  text.   Finally,  the 
conclusion  of  the  study  and  its  implications  are  addressed 
in  the  Summary  and  Conclusion. 

Objectives 

The  objective  of  this  study  is  to  learn  more  about  motor 
vehicle  theft  and  convey  the  UCR  Program's  research 
findings  on  the  topic.  The  specific  objectives  of  the  study 
are  to: 

1 .  Estimate  and  analyze  the  recovery  and  survival 
rates  of  stolen  motor  vehicles. 

2.  Examine  the  pattern  of  motor  vehicle  thefts  and 
recoveries  by  day  of  the  week  and  by  month  of  the 
year. 

3.  Tabulate  and  analyze  incidents  by  location  of  the 
incident. 

4.  Analyze  clearances  in  comparison  to  recoveries. 
Compare  the  results  obtained  using  data  from  the 
UCR  Program's  National  Incident-Based  Reporting 

tem  (NIBRS)  and  NCIC.  (Incidentally,  this 
approach  seems  to  indirectly  validate  NIBRS  as  a 
reliable  source  of  information.) 


6.      Interpret  the  results  and  articulate  some  of  the 

factors  and  attributes  affecting  the  outcomes  of  the 
study. 

Methodology 

I  he  continuation  of  the  stolen  (and  lost)  status  of  a 
motor  vehicle  is  viewed  in  this  study  as  the  state  of 
"survival"  in  concert  with  statistical  methodology.  A 
survival  function  will  be  specified,  and  the  Kaplan-Meier 
estimator  of  the  survivorship  function  (Kaplan  and  Meier, 
1958)  will  be  applied  in  order  to  estimate  the  survival  rate 
of  a  vehicle.   In  this  case,  the  status  change  in  survival 
implies  recovery  of  the  vehicle  based  on  the  amount  of 
time  that  elapsed  since  the  incident  date.   Survival 
analysis  is  a  type  of  statistical  method  for  studying  the 
change  of  a  certain  status  in  time  as  in  clinical  studies  that 
measure  the  occurrence  of  death,  equipment  failures,  job 
terminations,  earthquakes,  retirements,  recidivism,  auto- 
mobile accidents,  divorce,  etc.  Since  the  same 
methodology  is  applicable  to  many  situations,  it  is 
customary  to  adopt  the  term  "survival"  in  various  fields  of 
discipline.   In  this  study  we  used  the  Kaplan-Meier  esti- 
mator to  estimate  the  rate  of  survival  of  a  stolen  vehicle. 
The  specifications  and  description  of  the  survival  model 
are  shown  in  Appendix  A. 

Data  Sources 

NIBRS  and  NCIC  are  the  two  main  sources  of  data 
used  in  this  study.  NIBRS  is  an  incident-based  reporting 
system  for  which  data  are  collected  on  each  single 
episode,  called  an  incident.  NIBRS  data  are  a  product  of 
local,  state,  and  federal  automated  record  systems.   Data 
are  collected  on  each  single  incident  and  arrests  within  22 
offense  categories  made  up  of  46  specific  crimes  called 
Group  A  offenses.  In  addition  to  the  Group  A  offenses, 
there  are  1 1  Group  B  offense  categories  for  which  arrests 
are  reported  (NIBRS  Handbook,  1992,  p.  1-2).  On  the 
other  hand,  NCIC  is  a  computerized  data  filing  system 
that  provides  documented  criminal  justice  information 
"concerning  crimes  and  criminals  of  nationwide  interest" 
to  all  local,  state,  and  federal  law  enforcement  agencies 
(NCIC  2000  Operating  Manual,  1999,  p.  1 ).  The  system 
serves  criminal  justice  agencies  in  the  50  states,  the 
District  of  Columbia,  U.S.  Territories,  and  Canada.  Both 
databases  are  managed  by  the  FBI. 

Motor  vehicle  theft  data  for  1999,  including  the  inci- 
dent, clearance,  and  recovery  dates,  and  the  characteristics 
of  the  property  (such  as  type,  value,  make,  model,  and 
color)  are  derived  from  the  above  data  sources  for  this 
study.  A  major  difference  between  these  two  databases  is 
the  extent  of  their  representation.  NIBRS  data  are  collected 
from  only  18  states,  but  NCIC  contains  information  from 
every  jurisdiction  in  the  Nation.  In  this  study,  only 
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single-offense  NIBRS  incidents  related  to  a  single  stolen 
motor  vehicle  are  considered  for  the  ease  of  analysis. 

Results  and  Analysis 

This  section  presents  the  analysis  of  motor  vehicle 
theft.  It  is  organized  into  four  parts:   incident,  recovery, 
clearance,  and  survival  analysis.   In  some  of  the  sections, 
estimates  from  NCIC  data  are  presented  for  comparison 
and  confirmation  purposes  against  the  results  obtained 
from  the  NIBRS  data. 

Motor  Vehicle  Theft  Incident 

According  to  the  Uniform  Crime  Reporting  Handbook, 
NIBRS  Edition,  an  incident  is  defined  as  "one  or  more 
offenses  committed  by  the  same  offender,  or  group  of 
offenders  acting  in  concert,  at  the  same  time  and  place" 
(p.  25).  These  incidents  can  take  place  at  different  loca- 
tions, geographic  areas,  days  of  the  week,  months  of  the 
year,  etc.,  as  illustrated  in  the  following  tables. 

Table  5.1  presents  the  percent  of  incidents  as  recorded 
by  NIBRS  and  NCIC  by  the  day  of  the  week.  NIBRS 
data  are  based  on  70,196  incidents,  and  NCIC  data  repre- 
sent the  national  total  of  599,857  cases  for  the  calendar 
year  1999.  In  both  systems,  Monday,  Friday,  and 
Saturday  show  higher  frequencies  of  incidents.  Higher 
frequency  during  the  weekend  is  in  concert  with  the 
general  pattern  of  criminal  activities  as  supported  by  addi- 
tional NIBRS  statistics  from  1998.

The  close  similarity  of  results  drawn  from  both  NIBRS 
and  NCIC  data  has  great  implications  in  validating  NIBRS 
as  a  reasonable  and  representative  source  of  national  crime 
data.  This  information  not  only  confirms  the  quality  of 
NIBRS  data,  but  also  assures  law  enforcement  agencies, 
researchers,  and  other  users  that  NIBRS  data  are  reliable. 

Table  5.2  shows  monthly  variations  (in  percent)  of  the 
motor  vehicle  thefts  based  on  NIBRS  data  where  the  date 
of  the  incident  is  known.   Because  the  data  represent  only 
one  year,  no  statistical  seasonality  pattern  can  be  observed.

Table  5.3  relates  to  the  location  of  motor  vehicle  thefts. 
It  is  seen  that  more  than  three  out  of  four  autos  are  stolen 
at  residences,  parking  lots,  or  streets.  These  locations 
represent  places  where  autos  are  most  commonly  parked. 
Over  one  half  of  the  incidents  take  place  where  autos  are 
parked  in  areas  without  attendants  (residences  and  streets).

Recovery  of  Stolen  Motor  Vehicles 

In  NIBRS,  motor  vehicle  recoveries  are  reported. 
Since  motor  vehicles  are  frequently  recovered  \\  ithoul 
identifying  or  apprehending  the  offenders,  the  recover) 
has  to  be  distinguished  from  clearance  or  arrest.    Also,  a 
recovery  does  not  imply  that  the  autos  are  returned  to  the 
owner  in  their  original  shape  prior  to  the  theft. 

Table  5.4  reflects  the  percent  distribution  of  recoveries 
of  stolen  motor  vehicles  by  the  da)  of  the  week  that  the) 
are  recovered.  The  total  nunilxi  of  recovered  motor  vehi 
cles  is  37,271  according  to  the  NIBRS  data,  representing

Clearance  of  Motor  Vehicle  Thefts 

In  UCR,  a  crime  is  cleared  "either  by  arrest  or  excep- 
tional means"  (UCR  Handbook,  p.  41).  When  elements 
beyond  a  law  enforcement  agency's  control  preclude  the 
agency  from  clearing  an  offense  by  arrest,  the  agency  can 
clear  the  offense  by  exceptional  means.  For  an  offense  to 


be  cleared  by  exceptional  means,  several  criteria  must  be 
met.    I  he  agency  must  have  I )  identified  the  offender;  2) 
enough  evidence  to  support  an  arrest;  3)  identified  the 
offender's  exact  location;  and  4)  a  reason  outside  the 
agenc)  's  control  that  does  not  allow  the  agency  to  arrest, 
charge,  and  prosecute  an  offender.    Examples  of  excep- 
tional clearances  include  the  death  of  the  offender 
(suicide,  justifiably  killed  by  police  or  private  citizens, 
etc.);  the  victim's  refusal  to  cooperate  with  the  prosecu- 
tion after  the  identification  of  the  offender;  or  the  denial 
of  extradition  because  the  offender  committed  a  crime  in  a 
another  jurisdiction  and  is  being  prosecuted.  (Additional 
details  regarding  exceptional  clearances  can  be  found  on 
page  42  of  the  UCR  Handbook  and  page  34  of  the  NIBRS 
Handbook.)  The  tables  below  are  based  on  all  1999 
NIBRS  single-offense  incidents  that  involved  the  theft  of 
one  motor  vehicle,  so  that  the  numbers  of  incidents, 
offenses,  and  autos  stolen  are  identical. 

Table  5.6  reflects  the  relationship  between  the  clearance 
and  recovery  rates  of  stolen  motor  vehicles.  Generally, 
clearance  and  recovery  rates  are  not  directly  related  to 
each  other.  The  table  indicates  that  for  incidents  where 
autos  are  recovered,  NIBRS  data  show  that  there  was  a 
17.15  percent  clearance  rate,  i.e.,  the  remaining  82.85 
percent  of  the  incidents  are  not  cleared  (although  the 
autos  are  recovered).  For  incidents  with  no  recovery, 
there  was  a  lesser  rate  of  clearance,  7.75  percent.  For 
motor  vehicle  theft,  the  recovery  rate  (53.10  percent)  is 
much  higher  than  the  clearance  rate  (12.95  percent).

Motor  vehicle  theft  clearances  generally  result  from 
arrests  (and  to  a  limited  degree  from  exceptional  clear- 
ances). Therefore,  the  following  arrest  statistics  were 
compiled  to  examine  the  age,  sex,  and  race  composition 
of  the  persons  arrested.  According  to  the  NIBRS  data,  the 
total  number  of  arrestees  in  1999  for  motor  vehicle  inci- 
dents where  only  one  vehicle  was  stolen  was  9,291. 

Table  5.7  shows  that  the  age  group,  "12  to  17"  years 
old,  has  the  largest  number  of  arrests  for  both  sexes  and 
for  any  race.  The  next  highest  group  is  "18  to  24"  years 
old.

Survival  Estimates 

Since  NIBRS  data  allow  us  to  express  recovery  time  in 
terms  of  days,  the  lapse  of  time  for  recovery  was  grouped 
into  intervals  (in  days)  as  shown  in  Table  5.8.  As  illus- 
trated in  Table  5.8,  Column  1  represents  the  time 
intervals.  Column  2  lists  the  number  of  recovered  vehi- 
cles within  the  specified  interval  given  in  Column  1. 
Column  3  indicates  the  number  of  ultimately  recovered 
vehicles  that  have  not  yet  been  recovered  at  the  beginning 
of  the  interval.  The  number  37,271  on  the  first  row  is  the 
number  of  autos  eventually  recovered  out  of  the  afore- 
mentioned 70,196  stolen  vehicles.  Column  4  indicates  the 
conditional  probability  of  recovery  that  a  car  is  recovered 
within  a  given  interval.   It  is  obtained  by  dividing  Column 
2  by  Column  3.

From  Tables  5.8  and  5.9,  it  must  be  noted  that  the  first 
few  days  are  critical  in  recovering  stolen  vehicles.  The 
longer  the  vehicle  is  in  the  possession  of  criminals,  the 
smaller  the  chance  of  recovery.  Additionally,  the  recover) 
may  be  difficult  depending  on  the  nature  of  the  criminals.

Figure  5.2  represents  the  recovery  pattern  of  stolen 
vehicles  based  on  the  37,271  autos  that  were  eventually 
recovered.  The  vertical  axis  represents  the  percent  of  yet- 
to-be-recovered  autos.  and  the  horizontal  axis  denotes  the 
number  of  days  elapsed  The  behavioi  ofthe  function  is

percentage  of  recovery.  After  a  few  days  (e.g.,  a  week)  of 
the  incident,  the  graph  is  flat  indicating  that  virtually  no 
changes  in  recovery  are  expected. 

Table  5.9  cumulatively  depicts  the  recovery  pattern  of 
autos  that  were  eventually  recovered.  Table  5.10 
describes  the  recovery  pattern  of  all  stolen  autos  irrespec- 
tive of  whether  they  are  eventually  recovered.  Therefore, 
the  latter  is  based  on  the  70,196  incidents.  Column  2 


represents  the  percent  of  stolen  autos  that  have  been 
recovered  after  a  specified  number  of  days. 

Table  5.11  describes  the  chance  in  terms  of  percentages 
of  a  stolen  motor  vehicle's  recovery  after  a  prescribed 
number  of  days.  For  example,  if  a  stolen  vehicle  has  not 
been  recovered  after  six  days,  then  there  is  only  an  18.89 
percent  chance  that  it  will  every  be  recovered.  From  the 
table,  it  is  clear  that  the  chance  of  future  recovery  drasti- 
cally decreases  as  the  number  of  days  increases.

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Summary  and  Conclusion 

This  study  has  made  several  important  findings  related 
to  the  patterns  of  motor  vehicle  theft,  clearance,  recovery, 
and  the  similarities  between  NIBRS  and  NCIC  data.  The 
tabulation  of  incidents  by  days  and  months  could  provide 
important  information  both  to  the  law  enforcement 
community  and  the  general  public  in  understanding  motor 
vehicle  theft.  Both  NIBRS  and  NCIC  data  indicate  that 
the  percentage  of  motor  vehicle  theft  incidents  are  higher 
on  weekends  than  weekdays. 

Another  important  finding  of  the  study  is  that  the 
recovery  rates  of  stolen  motor  vehicles  for  both  NIBRS 
and  NCIC  are  strikingly  similar.  Also,  both  sets  of  data 
indicate  that  a  higher  percentage  of  the  recovery  of  motor 
vehicles  takes  place  on  the  first  3  days  of  the  week.  This 
finding  implies  that  if  a  stolen  car  is  recovered,  it  will 
most  likely  be  recovered  within  the  first  3  or  4  days  of  the 
incident.  The  longer  it  takes  to  recover,  the  less  chance 
there  is  of  recovery.  This  fact  is  substantiated  by  the 
results  obtained  from  the  survival  analysis  model  which  is 
discussed  in  the  section  titled  Survival  Estimates.  The 
rate  of  recovery,  the  probability  of  recovery  within  a 
certain  number  of  days,  and  the  chance  of  future  recovery 
are  discussed  and  illustrated  in  this  section. 

This  study  also  analyzes  the  rate  of  clearances 
including  arrests  by  age,  gender,  and  race.  The  clearance 
rate  appears  to  be  much  lower  than  the  incident  and 
recovery  rates.  Due  to  the  nature  of  motor  vehicle  theft, 
the  proportion  of  clearances  to  the  number  of  offenses  or 
recoveries  is  usually  low.  However,  this  study  and  further 
analysis  based  on  age,  sex,  and  race  may  help  policy 
makers,  law  enforcement  agencies,  and  the  general 
community  to  design  and  implement  effective  measures  to 
preempt  further  increases  in  this  type  of  crime. 

The  above  findings  have  very  significant  implications 
beyond  simple  similarities.   Even  though  the  operation  of 
NIBRS  is  limited  to  few  states,  NIBRS  is  validated  by 
NCIC  as  a  viable  and  nationally  representative  crime  data 
reporting  system.  This  result  may  generate  a  sense  of 
encouragement  to  expand  NIBRS  beyond  the  current  22 
states  that  are  certified  and  contribute  incident-based  data. 
Based  on  these  findings,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  the  Program 
is  heading  in  the  right  direction.  Since  the  findings  are 
based  on  only  1999  data,  the  interpretation  must  be 
limited  to  this  year.   Further  study  based  on  time-series 
data  for  a  variety  of  crime  categories  may  be  needed  for 
further  comparisons  and  confirmations.

Therefore,  for  each  time  i,  there  are  n  stolen  vehicles  at 
risk  of  not  being  recovered.  The  symbol  d  represents  the 
number  of  cars  recovered  at  time  / .  and  Sin  stands  for 
survival  function.  The  equation  shown  above  states  that 
for  a  specified  time  /,  one  must  take  all  the  event  times 
that  are  less  than  or  equal  to  /.  The  term  in  the  bracket  is 
interpreted  as  the  conditional  probability  of  sun  i\  ing 
time,  given  that  one  has  survived  at  time  f .   For  /  less 
than  tj  (the  smallest  event  time),  the  survival  rate  is 
defined  to  be  1.  The  above  equation  uses  only  the  points 
at  which  the  value  of  the  estimator  changes  and  it 
becomes  very  cumbersome  to  tabulate  or  graph  the 
Kaplan-Meier  estimator  of  the  survivorship  function  when 
extensive  data  like  NIBRS  and  NCIC  are  used.  We  soke 
the  problem  by  grouping  the  data  into  intervals.  The  only 
downside  to  this  approach  is  that  the  choice  of  intervals  is 
often  arbitrary,  which  may  lead  to  some  -loss  o\'  informa- 
tion. Since  the  intervals  in  this  study  are  not  wide  apart, 
however,  it  does  not  appear  that  there  is  any  loss  of  in  for- 
mation. Once  a  set  of  intervals  has  been  defined,  the 
construction  of  the  estimator  follows  the  same  procedure 
as  specified  in  the  above  equation.

SECTION  VI 
Law  Enforcement  Personnel 


As  of  October  31,  2000,  law  enforcement  agencies 
across  the  Nation  employed  an  average  of  2.5  full-time 
officers  for  every  1,000  inhabitants.  When  full-time  civil- 
ian employees  were  included,  the  rate  was  3.5  per  1,000 
inhabitants.  The  13,535  city,  county,  and  state  police 
agencies  reporting  in  2000  collectively  employed  654,601 
officers  and  271,982  civilian  employees  and  provided  law 
enforcement  service  to  approximately  265  million  of  the 
Nation's  inhabitants.  Table  77  provides  a  listing  of 
reported  full-time  law  enforcement  officers  and  civilian 
employees  by  state. 

Varying  demographic  traits  as  well  as  other  jurisdic- 
tional characteristics  greatly  affect  the  requirements  for 
law  enforcement  service  from  one  locale  to  another.  The 
needs  of  a  community  having  a  highly  mobile  or  seasonal 
population,  for  example,  may  be  very  different  from  those 
of  a  city  whose  population  is  relatively  stable.  Similarly, 
a  small  community  situated  between  two  large  cities  may 
require  a  greater  number  of  law  enforcement  personnel 
than  a  community  of  the  same  size  which  has  no  urban 
center  nearby. 

The  functions  of  law  enforcement  are  also  significantly 
diverse  throughout  the  Nation.  In  certain  areas,  sheriffs' 
responsibilities  are  limited  almost  exclusively  to  civil 
functions  and/or  the  administration  of  the  county  jail 
facilities.  Likewise,  the  responsibilities  of  state  police 
and  highway  patrol  agencies  vary  from  one  jurisdiction  to 
another. 

In  view  of  these  differing  service  requirements  and 
responsibilities,  care  should  be  used  when  attempting  any 
comparison  of  law  enforcement  employee  rates.  The  rates 
presented  in  the  following  tables  represent  national  aver- 
ages; they  should  be  viewed  as  guides  or  indicators,  not  as 
recommended  or  preferred  police  strengths.  Adequate 
personnel  for  a  specific  locale  can  be  determined  only 
after  careful  study  and  analysis  of  the  various  conditions 
affecting  service  requirements  in  that  jurisdiction. 

There  were  an  average  of  3.1  law  enforcement  employ- 
ees per  1,000  inhabitants  in  the  Nation's  cities  collec- 
tively. Cities  with  populations  of  1  million  and  over  had 
the  highest  rate  with  4.8  employees  per  1,000.  Suburban 
and  rural  counties  each  had  a  rate  of  4.3  employees  per 
1,000  population.  (See  Table  74.) 

By  region,  the  law  enforcement  employee  rate  was  3.5 
per  1,000  inhabitants  in  both  the  Northeast  and  in  the 


South,  2.8  in  the  Midwest,  and  2.5  in  the  West.  (See 
Table  70.) 

Sworn  Personnel 

When  based  solely  on  sworn  law  enforcement  person- 
nel (excluding  civilians),  the  national  rate  for  all  cities 
was  2.4  officers  per  1,000  inhabitants.   By  city  population 
grouping,  the  rates  ranged  from  3.7  for  cities  \\  1th  popula- 
tions of  1  million  and  over  to  1.8  in  cities  with  25.000  to 
99,999  inhabitants.   Suburban  and  rural  counties  each  had 
a  rate  of  2.6  officers  per  1,000  in  population.  (See  Table 
74.) 

By  region,  the  Northeastern  States  had  the  highest  rate 
of  sworn  officers  to  population,  2.8  per  1,000.  This  rate 
was  followed  by  the  Southern  States  with  2.7,  the 
Midwestern  States  with  2.2,  and  the  Western  States  with 
1.8  officers  per  1,000  inhabitants. 

Males  made  up  89.0  of  all  sworn  officers  nationally  and 
89.1  percent  of  all  sworn  officers  in  cities.  Men 
accounted  for  91.9  percent  of  sworn  officers  in  rural 
counties  and  87.2  percent  in  suburban  counties. 

Civilian  Employees 

Civilians  constituted  29.4  percent  of  the  total  law 
enforcement  employee  force  in  the  United  States  in  2000 
and  represented  22.7  percent  of  the  police  employees  in 
cities.  Civilian  employees  comprised  39.4  percent  in 
suburban  counties  and  38.5  percent  in  rural  counties. 
Females  accounted  for  62.7  percent  of  all  civilian 
employees. 

Law  Enforcement  Officers  Killed  and  Assaulted 

Fifty-one  law  enforcement  officers  were  feloniously 
slain  in  the  line  of  duty  in  2000,  nine  more  than  in  the 
previous  year.  An  additional  84  officers  were  accidentally 
killed  during  the  performance  of  their  official  duties  m 
2000 — 19  higher  than  the  1999  total  ol'b>  officers  acci- 
dentally killed. 

Extensive  data  on  line-of-duty  deaths  and  assaults  on 
city,  county,  state,  and  federal  officers  can  be  found  in  the 
Uniform  Crime  Reports  publication.  Law  Enforcement

SECTION  VII 


APPENDIX  I 
Methodology 


Uniform  Crime  Reporting  (UCR)  Program  contributors 
forward  crime  data  to  the  FBI  either  directly  from  local 
law  enforcement  agencies  or  through  state  UCR  Programs 
in  45  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  FBI 
provides  continuing  guidance  and  support  to  individual 
contributing  agencies  in  those  states  that  do  not  have  a 
state  Program. 

State  UCR  Programs  are  very  effective  liaisons 
between  local  contributors  and  the  FBI.  Many  of  the 
Programs  have  mandatory  reporting  requirements  and 
collect  data  beyond  the  national  UCR  scope  to  address 
crime  problems  germane  to  their  particular  locales.  In 
most  cases,  these  state  agencies  are  also  able  to  provide 
more  direct  and  frequent  service  to  participating  law 
enforcement  agencies,  to  make  information  more  readily 
available  for  use  at  the  state  level,  and  to  contribute  to 
more  streamlined  operations  at  the  national  level. 

With  the  implementation  of  state  crime  reporting 
Programs,  the  national  UCR  Program  ceased  direct  collec- 
tion of  data  from  individual  law  enforcement  agencies 
within  the  state.  Currently,  the  state  data  collection 
agency  forwards  information  it  receives  from  local  agen- 
cies to  the  national  Program. 

The  criteria  established  for  state  Programs  ensure 
consistency  and  comparability  in  the  data  submitted  to 
the  national  Program,  as  well  as  regular  and  timely 
reporting.  These  criteria  are:  ( 1 )  The  state  Program  must 
conform  to  national  UCR  Program  standards,  definitions, 
and  information  requirements.  The  states  are  not,  of 
course,  prohibited  from  collecting  other  statistical  data 
beyond  the  national  requirements.  (2)  The  state  criminal 
justice  agency  must  have  a  proven,  effective,  statewide 
Program  and  demonstrate  acceptable  quality  control 
procedures.  (3)  Coverage  within  the  state  by  a  state 
agency  must  be,  at  least,  equal  to  that  attained  by  the 
national  UCR  Program.  (4)  The  state  agency  must  have 
adequate  field  staff  assigned  to  conduct  audits  and  to 
assist  contributing  agencies  in  recordkeeping  practices 
and  crime-reporting  procedures.  (5)  The  state  agency 
must  furnish  the  FBI  with  all  of  the  detailed  data  regularly 
collected  by  the  FBI  in  the  form  of  duplicate  returns. 
computer  printouts,  and/or  magnetic  tapes.  (6)  The  state 


agency  must  have  the  proven  capability  (tested  ovei  a 
period  of  time)  to  supply  all  the  Statistical  data  required  in 

time  to  meet  deadlines  established  for  publication  of  the 
national  I  inform  Crime  Reports. 

To  fulfill  its  responsibilities  in  connection  with  the 
UCR  Program,  the  FBI  continues  to  edit  and  review  indi- 
vidual agency  reports  for  both  completeness  and  quality. 
National  UCR  Program  staff  have  direct  contact  with 
individual  contributors  within  the  state  as  necessary  in 
connection  with  crime  reporting  matters,  coordinating 
such  contact  with  the  state  agency.  On  request,  staff 
members  conduct  training  programs  within  the  state  on 
law  enforcement  recordkeeping  and  crime  reporting 
procedures.   Should  circumstances  develop  wherein  the 
state  agency  does  not  comply  w  ith  the  aforementioned 
requirements,  the  national  Program  may  reinstitute  a 
direct  collection  of  Uniform  Crime  Reports  from  law 
enforcement  agencies  within  the  state. 

Reporting  Procedures 

Based  on  records  of  all  reports  of  crime  received  from 
victims,  officers  who  discover  infractions,  or  other 
sources,  law  enforcement  agencies  across  the  country  tabu- 
late the  number  o\' Crime  Index  (Pari  I)  offenses  brought  to 
their  attention  each  month.   Specifically,  the  Index  crimes 
reported  to  the  FBI  are  murder  and  QOIUiegligent 
manslaughter,  forcible  rape,  robbery,  aggravated  assault, 
burglars,  larceny-theft,  motor  vehicle  theft,  and  arson. 

Whenever  complaints  of  crime  arc  determined  through 
Investigation  to  be  unfounded  or  false,  they  are  eliminated

In  addition  to  its  primary  collection  of  ('nine  Index 
(Pari  I)  offenses,  the  I  CR  Program  solicits  monthly  data 
on  persons  arrested  for  all  crimes  except  traffic  violations. 
I  he  age,  sex,  and  idee  of  arrestees  are  reported  by  crime 
category,  both  Part  I  and  Part  II.    Part  II  offenses  include 
all  crimes  not  classified  as  Part  I. 

MonthK  data  are  also  collected  on  law  enforcement 
officers  killed  or  assaulted.   The  number  o\'  full-time 
sworn  and  en  ilian  personnel  are  reported  as  of  October 
3 1  of  each  year. 

\t  the  end  of  each  quarter,  summary  information  is 
collected  on  hate  crimes,  i.e.,  specific  offenses  that  were 
motivated  b>  an  offender's  bias  against  the  race,  religion, 
ethnic  origin,  sexual  orientation,  or  physical  or  mental 
disability  of  the  \  ictim.   Hate  crime  data  from  those  agen- 
cies participating  in  the  National  Incident-Based 
Reporting  System  (NIBRS)  are  submitted  monthly. 

Editing  Procedures 

Each  report  submitted  to  the  UCR  Program  is  thoroughly 
examined  for  arithmetical  accuracy  and  for  deviations 
\\  Inch  may  indicate  errors.  To  identify  any  unusual  fluc- 
tuations in  an  agency's  crime  count,  UCR  staff  compare 
monthly  reports  with  previous  submissions  of  the  agency 
and  with  those  for  similar  agencies.  Large  variations  in 
crime  levels  may  indicate  modified  records  procedures, 
incomplete  reporting,  or  changes  in  the  jurisdiction's 
geopolitical  structure. 

Data  reliability  is  a  high  priority  of  the  Program,  and 
noted  deviations  or  arithmetical  adjustments  are  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  state  UCR  Program  or  the  submit- 
ting agency.  A  standard  procedure  of  the  FBI  is  to  study 
the  monthly  reports  and  to  evaluate  periodic  trends 
prepared  for  individual  reporting  units.  Any  significant 
increase  or  decrease  becomes  the  subject  of  a  special 
inquiry.  Changes  in  crime  reporting  procedures  or 
annexations  can  influence  the  level  of  reported  crime. 
When  this  occurs,  the  figures  for  specific  crime  cate- 
gories or  totals,  if  necessary,  are  excluded  from  trend 
tabulations. 

To  assist  contributors  in  complying  with  UCR  standards, 
the  national  Program  provides  training  seminars  and 
instructional  materials  on  crime  reporting  procedures. 
Throughout  the  country,  the  national  UCR  Program  main- 
tains liaison  with  state  Programs  and  law  enforcement 
personnel  and  holds  training  sessions  to  explain  the  purpose 
of  the  Program,  the  rules  of  uniform  classification  and 


scoring,  and  the  methods  oi  assembling  the  information 
for  reporting  When  an  individual  agencj  has  specific 
problems  in  compiling  its  crime  statistics  and  its  remedial 

efforts  are  unsuccessful,  personnel  from  the  FBI's 
Criminal  Justice  Information  Services  Division  may  \isit 
the  contributor  to  aid  in  resolving  the  difficulties. 

The  I  iii/onn  Crime  Reporting  Handbook,  which  details 
procedures  for  classifying  and  scoring  offenses,  is 
supplied  to  all  contributors  as  the  basic  resource  docu- 
ment for  preparing  reports.    Because  a  good  records 
system  is  essential  for  accurate  crime  reporting,  the  FBI 
also  furnishes  the  Manual  of  Law  Enforcement  Records. 

To  enhance  communication  among  Program  participants, 
letters  to  UCR  contributors  and  UCR  State  Program 
Bulletins  are  produced  as  needed.  These  pro\  ide  policy 
updates  and  new  information,  as  well  as  clarification  of 
reporting  issues. 

The  final  responsibility  for  data  submissions  rests  with 
the  individual  contributing  law  enforcement  agency. 
Although  the  Program  makes  every  effort  through  its 
editing  procedures,  training  practices,  and  correspondence 
to  assure  the  validity  of  the  data  it  receives,  the  accuracy 
of  the  statistics  depends  primarily  on  the  adherence  of 
each  contributor  to  the  established  standards  of  reporting. 
Deviations  from  these  established  standards,  which  cannot 
be  resolved  by  the  national  UCR  Program,  may  be  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Criminal  Justice  Information 
Systems  Committees  of  the  International  Association  of 
Chiefs  of  Police  and  the  National  Sheriffs'  Association. 

Arrest  Data 

Oklahoma  and  Florida  state  arrest  data  are  not  included 
in  Tables  30-68.   Limited  arrest  data  for  2000  were 
received  from  Kentucky,  Montana,  and  South  Carolina. 
No  2000  arrest  data  were  received  from  Wisconsin  and 
the  District  of  Columbia.   In  addition,  arrest  data  were  not 
received  from  Kansas  as  a  result  of  their  NIBRS  conver- 
sion efforts.  Complete  12  month  arrest  figures  for  2000 
for  New  York  City  were  not  available  for  inclusion  in  this 
book.  Arrest  totals  for  these  areas,  however,  were  esti- 
mated for  inclusion  in  Table  29.  "Estimated  Arrests, 
United  States,  2000." 

Population 

Current  year  population  figures  for  the  Nation, 
geographic  regions  and  divisions,  and  states  are  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  2000  decennial  census  counts  and 
are  subject  to  change.  Any  changes  will  be  updated  for 
the  2001  edition  of  this  publication.  The  reader  should 
take  note  that,  according  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  the 
increase  in  population  between  1 990  and  2000  is  the 
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largest  in  United  States  history.  Although  e\  er>  state 
showed  an  increase  in  population,  each  region  showed 
differing  patterns  of  growth.   Population  growth  also 
varied  between  metropolitan  and  non-metropolitan  areas 
of  the  United  States.  The  difference  observed  between 
crime  rate  trends  and  crime  volume  trends  can  be  attrib- 
uted primarily  to  this  adjustment  in  the  population  figures 
based  upon  the  decennial  counts  from  previous  intercensal 
estimates.   Further  information  on  the  2000  decennial 
census  counts  can  be  found  on  the  Bureau  of  the  Census 
Web  site  at  www.census.gov. 

NIBRS  Conversion 

Several  states  provide  their  UCR  data  in  the  expanded 
NIBRS  format.   For  presentation  in  this  book.  NIBRS 
data  were  converted  to  the  historical  summary  UCR 
formats.  The  NIBRS  database  was  constructed  to  allow 
for  such  conversion  so  that  UCR's  long-running  time 
series  could  continue. 

Crime  Trends 

By  showing  fluctuations  from  year  to  year,  trend  statis- 
tics offer  the  data  user  an  added  perspective  from  which 


to  stud>  crime.  Percent  change  tabulations  in  this  publi- 
cation are  computed  onlj  for  reporting  units  which  have 
provided  comparable  data  for  the  periods  under  considera- 
tion.   Exclusions  from  trend  computations  are  made  when 
figures  from  a  reporting  agenc>  are  not  received  for 
comparable  timeframes  or  when  it  is  ascertained  that 
unusual  fluctuations  are  due  to  such  variables  .is  improved 
records  procedures,  annexations,  etc. 

Care  should  be  exercised  in  making  anj  direct  compai 
ison  between  data  in  this  publication  and  those  in  prior 
issues  of  Crime  in  the  I  nited  States.   \  or  example,  upon 
receiving  1995  aggravated  assault  figures  for  the  state  ol 
Kentucky,  it  was  determined  the  1994  aggravated  assault 
figures  previously  submitted  were  not  valid;  therefore,  the 
Kentucky  aggravated  assault  figures  were  not  included  in 
Tables  12  through  15  of  the  1995  edition.    I  he  1994  esti- 
mates in  certain  offense  categories  were  updated  for 
Delaware.

Although  most  law  enforcement  agencies  submit  crime 
reports  to  the  UCR  Program,  data  are  sometimes  not 
received  for  complete  annual  periods.  To  be  included  in 
this  publication's  Tables  8  through  11,  which  show 
specific  jurisdictional  statistics,  figures  for  all  12  months 
of  the  current  year  must  have  been  received  at  the  FBI 
prior  to  established  publication  deadlines.  Other  tabular 


presentations  are  aggregated  on  varied  levels  of  submis- 
sion. With  the  exception  of  the  tables  which  consist  ol 
estimates  for  the  total  United  States  population,  each  table 
in  this  publication  shows  the  number  of  agencies 
reporting  and  the  extent  of  population  unci  age. 

Designed  to  assist  the  reader,  this  tabic  explains  the 
construction  of  many  of  this  book's  tabular  presentations.

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APPENDIX  II 
Offenses  in  Uniform  Crime  Reporting 


The  Uniform  Crime  Reporting  Program  classifies 
offenses  into  two  groups.  Part  I  and  Part  II.   Each  month 
contributing  agencies  submit  information  on  the  number 
of  Part  I  (Crime  Index)  offenses  known  to  law  enforce- 
ment; those  cleared  by  arrest  or  exceptional  means;  and 
the  age.  sex,  and  race  of  persons  arrested.  Contributors 
provide  only  arrest  data  for  Part  II  offenses. 

The  Part  I  offenses  are  defined  below: 

Criminal  homicide —  a.)  Murder  and  nonnegligent 
manslaughter:  the  willful  (nonnegligent)  killing  of  one 
human  being  by  another.  Deaths  caused  by  negligence, 
attempts  to  kill,  assaults  to  kill,  suicides,  and  accidental 
deaths  are  excluded.  The  Program  classifies  justifiable 
homicides  separately  and  limits  the  definition  to:  (1)  the 
killing  of  a  felon  by  a  law  enforcement  officer  in  the  line 
of  duty;  or  (2)  the  killing  of  a  felon,  during  the  commis- 
sion of  a  felony,  by  a  private  citizen,  b.)  Manslaughter 
by  negligence:  the  killing  of  another  person  through 
gross  negligence.  Traffic  fatalities  are  excluded.  While 
manslaughter  by  negligence  is  a  Part  I  crime,  it  is  not 
included  in  the  Crime  Index. 

Forcible  rape — The  carnal  knowledge  of  a  female 
forcibly  and  against  her  will.  Rapes  by  force  and  attempts 
or  assaults  to  rape  regardless  of  the  age  of  the  victim  are 
included.  Statutory  offenses  (no  force  used — victim 
under  age  of  consent)  are  excluded. 

Robbery — The  taking  or  attempting  to  take  anything  of 
value  from  the  care,  custody,  or  control  of  a  person  or 
persons  by  force  or  threat  of  force  or  violence  and/or  by 
putting  the  victim  in  fear. 

Aggravated  assault — An  unlawful  attack  by  one 
person  upon  another  for  the  purpose  of  inflicting  severe  or 
aggravated  bodily  injury.  This  type  of  assault  usually  is 
accompanied  by  the  use  of  a  weapon  or  by  means  likely 
to  produce  death  or  great  bodily  harm.  Simple  assaults 
are  excluded. 

Burglary  (breaking  or  entering) — The  unlawful  entry 
of  a  structure  to  commit  a  felony  or  a  theft.   Attempted 
forcible  entry  is  included. 

Larceny-theft  (except  motor  vehicle  theft) — The 
unlawful  taking,  carrying,  leading,  or  riding  away  of  prop- 
erty from  the  possession  or  constructive  possession  of 
another.   Examples  are  thefts  of  bicycles  or  automobile 
accessories,  shoplifting,  pocket-picking,  or  the  stealing  ol 


any  propert)  or  article  which  is  not  taken  b)  force  and 
violence  or  b>  fraud.  Attempted  larcenies  are  included 
Embezzlement,  confidence  games,  forgery,  worthless 
cheeks,  etc..  are  excluded. 

Motor  vehicle  theft — The  theft  or  attempted  thefl  of  a 
motor  vehicle.  A  motor  vehicle  is  self-propelled  and  runs 
on  the  surface  and  not  on  rails.  Motorboats,  construction 
equipment,  airplanes,  and  farming  equipment  are  specifi- 
cally excluded  from  this  category. 

Arson — Any  willful  or  malicious  burning  or  attempt  to 
burn,  with  or  without  intent  to  defraud,  a  duelling  house. 
public  building,  motor  vehicle  or  aircraft,  personal  prop- 
erty of  another,  etc. 

The  Part  II  offenses  are  defined  below 

Other  assaults  (simple) — Assaults  and  attempted 
assaults  where  no  weapons  are  used  and  which  do  not 
result  in  serious  or  aggravated  injur)  to  the  \  ictim. 

Forgery  and  counterfeiting — Makiug.  altering. 
uttering,  or  possessing,  w  ith  intent  to  defraud,  anything 
false  in  the  semblance  of  that  which  is  true.   Attempts  are 
included. 

Fraud — Fraudulent  conversion  and  obtaining  monev.  or 
property  by  false  pretenses.  Confidence  games  and  had 
checks,  except  forgeries  and  counterfeiting,  are  included. 

Embezzlement — Misappropriation  or  misapplication  o\ 
money  or  property  entrusted  to  one's  care,  custody,  01 
control. 

Stolen  property;  buying,  receiving,  possessing 
Buying,  receiving,  and  possessing  stolen  property, 
including  attempts. 

Vandalism — Willful  or  malicious  destruction,  injury, 
disfigurement,  or  defacement  oi  an)  public  or  private 
property,  real  or  personal,  without  consenl  ol  the  own* 
persons  having  custodj  >>r  control.    Attempts  are  included. 

Weapons;  carrying,  possessing,  etc.     \ll  violations 
of  regulations  or  statutes  controlling  the  carrying,  usin 
possessing,  furnishing,  ami  manufacturing  ol  deadl\ 
weapons  or  silencers.  Attempts  are  included. 

Prostitution  and  commercialized  vice    Sex  offenses 
of  a  commercialized  nature,  such  as  prostitution,  keep 
a  bawd)  house,  procuring,  <>i  transporting  women  t«>i 
immoral  purposes    Attempts  are  included.

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APPENDIX  III 
Uniform  Crime  Reporting  Area  Definitions 


The  presentation  of  statistics  by  reporting  area  facili- 
tates analyzing  local  crime  counts  in  conjunction  w  ith 
those  for  areas  of  similar  geographical  location  or  popula- 
tion size.  Geographically,  the  United  States  is  divisible 
by  regions,  divisions,  and  states.  Further  breakdow  ns  relj 
on  population  figures  and  proximity  to  metropolitan  areas. 
As  a  general  rule,  sheriffs,  county  police,  and  state  police 
report  crimes  committed  within  the  limits  of  counties  but 
outside  cities,  and  local  police  report  crimes  committed 
within  the  city  limits. 

Community  Types 

Uniform  Crime  Reporting  (UCR)  data  are  often 
presented  in  aggregations  representing  three  types  of 
communities: 

1.  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  (MSAs) — Each 
MSA  includes  a  central  city  of  at  least  50,000  people  or 
an  urbanized  area  of  at  least  50,000.  The  county 
containing  the  central  city  and  other  contiguous  counties 
having  strong  economic  and  social  ties  to  the  central  city 
and  county  are  also  included.  Counties  in  an  MSA  are 
designated  suburban  for  UCR  purposes.  An  MSA  may 
cross  state  lines.  The  MSA  concept  facilitates  the 
analysis  and  presentation  of  uniform  statistical  data  on 
metropolitan  areas  by  establishing  reporting  units  which 
represent  major  population  centers.  Due  to  changes  in  the 
geographic  composition  of  MSAs,  no  year-to-year 
comparisons  of  data  for  those  areas  should  be  attempted. 

New  England  MSAs  are  composed  of  cities  and  towns 
instead  of  counties.  In  this  publication's  tabular  presenta- 
tions, New  England  cities  and  towns  are  assigned  to  the 
proper  MSAs.  Some  counties,  however,  have  both 
suburban  and  rural  portions.   Data  for  state  police  and 
sheriffs  in  those  jurisdictions  are  included  in  statistics  for 
the  rural  areas. 

MSAs  made  up  approximately  80  percent  of  the  total 
United  States  population  in  2000.  Some  presentations  m 
this  book  refer  to  suburban  areas.  A  suburban  area 
includes  cities  with  less  than  50,000  inhabitants  in  addi- 
tion to  counties  (unincorporated  areas)  within  the  MSA 
The  central  cities  are,  of  course,  excluded.  The  concept 
of  suburban  area  is  especially  important  because  of  the 
particular  crime  conditions  that  exist  in  the  communities 
surrounding  the  Nation's  largest  cities.

The  Nation's  Two  Crime  Measures 


1  he  U.S.  Departmeni  of  Justice  administers  two 
statistical  programs  to  measure  the  magnitude,  nature, 
and  impact  of  crime  in  the  Nation:  the  Uniform  Crime 
Reporting  (UC'R)  Program  and  the  National  Crime 
Victimization  Surve>  (NCVS).   Each  of  these  programs 
produces  valuable  information  about  aspects  of  the 
Nation's  crime  problem.   Because  the  UCR  and  NCVS 
programs  are  conducted  for  different  purposes,  use 
different  methods,  and  focus  on  somewhat  different 
aspects  of  crime,  the  information  they  produce  together 
pro\  ides  a  more  comprehensive  panorama  of  the  Nation's 
crime  problem  than  either  could  produce  alone. 

Uniform  Crime  Reports 

The  FBI's  UCR  Program,  which  began  in  1929, 
collects  information  on  the  following  crimes  reported  to 
law  enforcement  authorities:  homicide,  forcible  rape, 
robbery,  aggravated  assault,  burglary,  larceny-theft,  motor 
vehicle  theft,  and  arson.  Arrests  are  reported  for  21  addi- 
tional crime  categories. 

The  UCR  data  are  compiled  from  monthly  law  enforce- 
ment reports  or  individual  crime  incident  records 
transmitted  directly  to  the  FBI  or  to  centralized  state 
agencies  that  then  report  to  the  FBI.   Each  report 
submitted  to  the  UCR  Program  is  examined  thoroughly 
for  reasonableness,  accuracy,  and  deviations  that  may 
indicate  errors.   Large  variations  in  crime  levels  may  indi- 
cate modified  records  procedures,  incomplete  reporting, 
or  changes  in  a  jurisdiction's  boundaries.  To  identify  any 
unusual  fluctuations  in  an  agency's  crime  counts,  monthly 
reports  are  compared  with  previous  submissions  of  the 
agency  and  with  those  for  similar  agencies. 

In  2000,  law  enforcement  agencies  active  in  the  UCR 
Program  represented  approximately  254  million  United 
States  inhabitants — 94  percent  of  the  total  population. 

The  UCR  Program  provides  crime  counts  for  the 
Nation  as  a  whole,  as  well  as  for  regions,  states,  counties, 
cities,  and  towns.  This  permits  studies  among  neigh- 
boring jurisdictions  and  among  those  with  similar 
populations  and  other  common  characteristics. 

UCR  findings  for  each  calendar  year  are  published  in  a 
preliminary  release  in  the  spring  of  the  following  calendar 
year,  then  succeeded  by  a  detailed  annual  report,  Crime  in 
the  United  States,  issued  in  the  fall.   In  addition  to  crime 


counts  and  trends,  this  report  includes  data  on  crimes 
cleared,  persons  arrested  (age,  sex,  and  race),  law  enforce- 
ment personnel  (including  the  number  of  sworn  officers 
killed  or  assaulted),  and  the  characteristics  of  homicides 
(including  age,  sex,  and  race  of  victims  and  offenders; 
victim-offender  relationships;  weapons  used;  and  circum- 
stances surrounding  the  homicides).  Other  periodic 
reports  are  also  available  from  the  UCR  Program. 

The  UCR  Program  is  continually  converting  to  the 
more  comprehensive  and  detailed  National  Incident-Based 
Reporting  System  (NIBRS).  NIBRS  can  provide  detailed 
information  about  each  criminal  incident  in  22  broad  cate- 
gories of  offenses. 

National  Crime  Victimization  Survey 

The  Bureau  of  Justice  Statistics'  NCVS,  which  began 
in  1973,  provides  a  detailed  picture  of  crime  incidents, 
victims,  and  trends.  After  a  substantial  period  of  research, 
the  survey  completed  an  intensive  methodological 
redesign  in  1993.  The  redesign  was  undertaken  to 
improve  the  questions  used  to  uncover  crime,  update  the 
survey  methods,  and  broaden  the  scope  of  crimes 
measured.  The  redesigned  survey  collects  detailed  infor- 
mation on  the  frequency  and  nature  of  the  crimes  of  rape, 
sexual  assault,  personal  robbery,  aggravated  and  simple 
assault,  household  burglary,  theft,  and  motor  vehicle  theft. 
It  does  not  measure  homicide  or  commercial  crimes  (such 
as  burglaries  of  stores). 

U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census  personnel,  acting  as 
collecting  agents  for  BJS,  interview  all  household 
members  at  least  12  years  old  in  a  nationally  representa- 
tive sample  of  approximately  49,000  households  (about 
101,000  persons).  Households  stay  in  the  sample  for  3 
years  and  are  interviewed  at  6-month  intervals.  New 
households  rotate  into  the  sample  on  an  ongoing  basis. 

The  NCVS  collects  information  on  crimes  suffered  by 
individuals  and  households,  whether  or  not  those  crimes 
were  reported  to  law  enforcement.  It  estimates  the 
proportion  of  each  crime  type  reported  to  law  enforce- 
ment, and  it  summarizes  the  reasons  that  victims  give  for 
reporting  or  not  reporting. 

The  survey  provides  information  about  victims  (age, 
sex,  race,  ethnicity,  marital  status,  income,  and  educational 
level),  offenders  (sex,  race,  approximate  age,  and  victim- 
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offender  relationship),  and  the  crimes  (time  and  place  of 
occurrence,  use  of  weapons,  nature  of  injury,  and 
economic  consequences).  Questions  also  cover  the  expe- 
riences of  victims  with  the  criminal  justice  system, 
self-protective  measures  used  by  victims,  and  possible 
substance  abuse  by  offenders.   Supplements  are  added 
periodically  to  the  survey  to  obtain  detailed  information 
on  topics  like  school  crime. 

The  first  data  from  the  redesigned  NCVS  were 
published  in  a  BJS  bulletin  in  June  1995.  BJS  publication 
of  NCVS  data  includes  Criminal  Victimization  in  the 
United  States,  an  annual  report  that  covers  the  broad 
range  of  detailed  information  collected  by  the  NCVS. 
BJS  publishes  detailed  reports  on  topics  such  as  crime 
against  women,  urban  crime,  and  gun  use  in  crime.  The 
NCVS  data  files  are  archived  at  the  National  Archive  of 
Criminal  Justice  Data  at  the  University  of  Michigan  to 
enable  researchers  to  perform  independent  analyses. 

Comparing  UCR  and  NCVS 

Because  the  NCVS  was  designed  to  complement  the 
UCR  Program,  the  two  programs  share  many  similarities. 
As  much  as  their  different  collection  methods  permit,  the 
tw  o  measure  the  same  subset  of  serious  crimes,  defined 
alike.  Both  programs  cover  rape,  robbery,  aggravated 
assault,  burglary,  theft,  and  motor  vehicle  theft.  Rape, 
robbery,  theft,  and  motor  vehicle  theft  are  defined  virtu- 
ally identically  by  both  the  UCR  and  NCVS.  (While  rape 
is  defined  analogously,  the  UCR  Crime  Index  measures 
the  crime  against  women  only,  and  the  NCVS  measures  it 
against  both  sexes.) 

There  are  also  significant  differences  between  the  two 
programs.  First,  the  two  programs  were  created  to  serve 
different  purposes.  The  UCR  Program's  primary  objec- 
tive is  to  provide  a  reliable  set  of  criminal  justice  statistics 
for  law  enforcement  administration,  operation,  and 
management.  The  NCVS  was  established  to  provide 
previously  unavailable  information  about  crime  (including 
crime  not  reported  to  police),  victims,  and  offenders. 

Second,  the  two  programs  measure  an  overlapping  but 
nonidentical  set  of  crimes.  The  NCVS  includes  crimes 
both  reported  and  not  reported  to  law  enforcement.  The 
NCVS  excludes,  but  the  UCR  includes,  homicide,  arson, 
commercial  crimes,  and  crimes  against  children  under  age 
12.  The  UCR  captures  crimes  reported  to  law  enforce- 
ment, but  it  excludes  simple  assaults  and  sexual  assaults 
other  than  forcible  rape  from  the  Crime  Index. 

Third,  because  of  methodology,  the  NCVS  and  UCR 
definitions  of  some  crimes  differ.   For  example,  the  U(  R 
defines  burglary  as  the  unlawful  entry  or  attempted  entry 
of  a  structure  to  commit  a  felony  or  theft.  The  NCVS.  not 


wanting  to  ask  \  ictims  to  ascertain  offender  motives, 

defines  burglar)  as  the  entr\  or  attempted  entry  of  a  resi- 
dence b\  a  person  who  had  no  right  to  be  there 

Fourth,  for  propert)  crimes  (burglary,  theft,  and  motor 
vehicle  theft),  the  two  programs  calculate  Clime  rates 
using  different  bases.    I  he  I  CR  rates  for  these  crimes  are 
per  capita  (number  ofcrimes  per  100,000  persons), 
whereas  the  NCVS  rates  for  these  crimes  aie  per  !um 
hold  (number  ofcrimes  per  1.000  households)     Because 
the  number  of  households  ma>  not  grow  at  the  same  rate 
each  year  as  the  total  population,  trend  data  tor  rates  ol 
property  crimes  measured  b>  the  two  programs  ma\  not 
be  comparable. 

In  addition,  some  differences  in  t ho  data  from  the  two 
programs  may  result  from  sampling  variation  in  the 
NCVS  and  from  estimating  for  nonresponse  in  the  I  (.  K 
The  NCVS  estimates  are  derived  from  inten  icw  ing  a 
sample  and  are,  therefore,  subject  to  a  margin  of  error. 
Rigorous  statistical  methods  are  used  to  calculate  confi- 
dence intervals  around  all  survey  estimates.    I  rend  data  in 
NCVS  reports  are  described  as  genuine  only  if  there  is  at 
least  a  90-percent  certainty  that  the  measured  changes  are 
not  the  result  of  sampling  variation.  The  I'CR  data  are 
based  on  the  actual  counts  of  offenses  reported  b)  law 
enforcement  jurisdictions.   In  some  circumstances.  I  (  R 
data  are  estimated  for  nonparticipating  jurisdictions  or 
those  reporting  partial  data. 

Apparent  discrepancies  between  statistics  from  the  two 
programs  can  usually  be  accounted  for  by  their  defini- 
tional and  procedural  differences  or  resoKed  b) 
comparing  NCVS  sampling  variations  (confidence  inter- 
vals) of  those  crimes  said  to  have  been  reported  to  police 
with  UCR  statistics. 

For  most  types  ofcrimes  measured  b)  both  the  I  CR 
and  NCVS,  analysts  familiar  w  ith  the  programs  can 
exclude  from  analysis  those  aspects  of  crime  not  common 
to  both.   Resulting  long-term  trend  lines  can  be  brought 
into  close  concordance.  The  impact  of  such  adjustments 
is  most  striking  for  robbery,  burglary,  and  motor  vehicle 
theft,  whose  definitions  most  closer)  coincide
